The effect of the feminist movement on the 
old fashioned woman is cleverly shown in 
Ellen Glasgow's “ Virginia’’ and in a different 
way in Mary Johnston's “ Hagar,” both stories 
that begin forty years or more ago and end at 
the present time. ‘‘Comrade 
Albert Edwards tells of still another type of 
woman whose problems are solved by her 
discovery of Socialism. There is hardly a 
phase of American life and its problems that 
is not well studied in some books of the year. 
One of the most significant and widely read is 
Winston Churchill’s ‘‘ The Inside of the Cup,” 
a remarkably strong story of a young clergy- 
man whose struggle against old-fashioned 
theology is no less significant than his struggle 
against social evils, in both of which efforts he 
is at variance with the wealthy and conserv- 
ative element of his congregation. ‘“‘Van 
Cleve,’’ by Mary S. Watts is another splendid 
story of American life. 

It is rather interesting to note that almost 
all the novels of the year are present-day 
stories. Even those that are not of this 
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Me,” a book banned by the English libraries. 
Sir Gilbert Parker’s ‘‘The Judgment House,”’ 
may also be classed here. “‘The Devil’s 
Garden,” by W. B. Maxwell is still another 
story of the psychology of passion, but this, 
though published in England in 1913, properly 
belongs in this country with the books of 1914.

BIOGRAPHY, MEMOIRS, CORRESPONDENCE. 


Theodore Roosevelt’s ‘‘ Autobiography,” a 
comprehensive story of his life from childhood, 
embodying not only all the events of his career 
but much of his philosophy on things political 
and otherwise, is perhaps the most noteworthy 
single biographical work of the year. Ad- 
miral Dewey has also written an autobiog- 
raphy so that we have the authentic stories of 
two of the most talked-of men of the genera- 
ation, doubtless saving future historians much 
research! The fourth and fifth volumes of 
John Bigelow’s ‘‘Retrospection of an Active 
Life”’ bring that painstaking and interesting 
work to a close. Volumes seven and eight of 


the ‘‘Journals’’ of Ralph Waldo Emerson have 


been published, of course, with permanency 
assured. Other literary men of this country 
are recalled by such works as ‘‘ Hawthorne 
and His Publisher,’’ by Caroline Ticknor, and 
‘‘Letters of Charles Eliot Norton,’’ while the 
statesmen are represented by ‘‘ Early Memo- 
ries’’ of Henry Cabot Lodge, and “Letters, 
Speeches and Correspondence of Carl Schurz,” 
in six volumes. 

The ‘‘Letters and Recollections of Alexan- 
der Agassiz,’ ‘‘The Autobiography of an 
Individualist,’’ by James O..Fagan, ‘‘ Reminis- 
cences,”’ by Augustus Saint-Gaudens, “‘ Fifteen 
Years of a Dancer’s Life,’’ by Loie Fuller, and 
‘““Memoirs of an American Prima Donna,” by 
Clara Louise Kellogg are a few of the diverse 
biographical works that throw light on the 
careers of celebrities in various lines. 

Foreign biographies have been, as usual, 
imported in large numbers—the usual crop 
of historical memoirs with intimate accounts 
of the near-spicy love affairs of sundry dis- 
tinguished and undistinguished people—with 
here and there a critical study of more than 
passing interest. A biography of Gissing— 
though not avowedly so—written by Morley 
Roberts under the title ‘‘The Private Life of 
Henry Maitland,” told a tragic and unusually 
interesting story. Amelia Barr’s ‘‘All the 
Days of My Life,” proved a detailed and read- 
able autobiography. Countess Marie Larisch 
gave reminiscences of the courts of Austria and 
of Bavaria in ‘‘My Past.’’ The first biog- 
taphy of Fabre in English was written by C. 
V.

HISTORY. 

In sociological history the year has brought 
‘‘Power of Ideals in American History,’’ by 
E. D. Adams, ‘‘The Soul of America,” by 
Stanton Coit, an advocate of spiritual unity 
in this country, and ‘‘Social and Economic 
Forces in American History,” by Albert 
Bushnell Hart. General histories of the 
United States include “A Short History of 
the United States,” by John Spencer Bassett, 
and volume 8 of McMaster’s ‘History of 
the United States from the Revolution to the 
Civil War,”’ completing a monumental work— 
while of histories of special wars and periods 
there are any number, notably ‘‘ Beyond the 
Old Frontier,’ by G. Bird Grinnell, ‘‘The 
Major Operations of American Independ- 
ence,”’ by Admiral Mahan, ‘‘ Naval History 
of the American Revolution,’’ by Gardiner 
Weld Allen, ‘‘The United States and Mexico,” 
in two volumes, by George Lockheart Rives, 
“The Battle of Gettysburg,’’ by Jesse B. 
Young (a participant), ‘‘The Reconstruction 
Period,” by James Schouler and—to come 
down to modern times—‘‘ Americans in the 
Philippines,’’ by James LeRoy, and ‘The 
Philippine Problem,”’ by F. C. Chamberlain. 

Bookson the Balkan and Turko-Italian wars, 
of course, took foremost place among the 
histories of European countries. Francis 
McCullagh’s ‘‘Italy’s War for a Desert” is 
strongly anti-Italian, while George Frederick 
Abbott tells, in ‘‘The Holy War in Tripoli,” 
of his experiences with both armies. ‘‘ With 
the Bulgarian Staff’’ is the self-explanatory 
title of Noel Buxton’s volume, and ‘‘ With the 
Conquered Turk,’’ indicates the side of the 
Thracian campaign witnessed by its author, 
Lionel James. Other accounts of the war 
have been given by Ellis and Seabury Ash- 
mead-Bartlett in ‘‘ With the Turks in Thrace,”’ 
Granville Barker in ‘‘The Passing of the Tur- 
kish Empire in Europe,’”’ Hermangild Wagner 
in ‘‘With the Victorious Bulgarians,” and 
Philip Gibbs and Bernard Grant in ‘‘The 
Balkan War.” 

China’s troubles are all chronicled in ‘‘ The 
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Passing of the Dragon,’’ by J. C. Keyte, an 
eye-witness of the end of the Manchu dynasty, 
‘‘China’s Revolution, 1911-12,’’ by Edwin J. 
Dingle, and ‘‘The Passing of the Manchus,”’ 
by P. H. Kent, legal adviser to the Taotai of 
Chihli. 

Mexico’s revolution is described by a young 
Englishman, Hugh B. C. Pollard, in ‘‘A Busy 
Time in Mexico.” 

To go back to older troubles, ‘‘ Napoleon’s 
Last Campaign in Germany, 1813,” is given 
attention by Francis Lorain Petre, who has 
written three previous volumes on Napoleon. 
‘‘Symbol and Satire in the French Revolu- 
tion,’ by Ernest Flagg Henderson, ‘‘ The Fall 
of the Dutch Republic,’’ by H. W. Van Loon, 
‘“‘Germany and its Evolution in Modern 
Times,’’ by Henri Lichtenberger, and ‘‘Ger- 
many and the Next War,’ a prophecy by Gen. 
F. Von Bernhardi and ‘Ancient Greece,’ by 
H. B. Cotterill, are but a few of the new 
volumes on European history. 

In certain problematical studies of ‘‘the 
wherefor of the why” of history, several in- 
teresting theories are expounded. F. Adams 
Woods, in ‘‘The Influence of Monarchs,”’ 
attempts to prove that nations progress only 
under the leadership of strong sovereigns, and 
in ‘‘The Fate of Empires,’’ Arthur John 
Hubbard endeavors to show that a decline in 
birth-rate and the appearance of Socialism 
mark the death of all civilizations. ‘‘ Prob- 
lems of Power,’’ by W. Morton Fullerton, is a 
study of international politics from Sadowa to 
Kirk-Kilisse. 


TRAVEL AND DESCRIPTION. 


The outstanding travel book of the year is, 
no doubt, ‘‘Scott’s Last Expedition,’ the 
record of a heroic venture, made more gripping 
by the very fact that it ends in tragedy. 
Amundsen’s story of his successful explora- 
tion trip was published under the title ‘‘The 
South Pole,’’ making, with Peary’s ‘‘The 
North Pole”’ the final record of the discovery 
of the most remote parts of the earth. 

Belmore Browne’s ‘‘The Conquest of Mt. 
McKinley,” is another tale of adventurous 
exploration, ending practically, if not literally, 
in triumph. 

Panama has attracted any number of 
writers, with the result that narratives of 
every description concerning the canal and 
the country have appeared. The most 
original is probably ‘‘Zone Policeman 88,”’ 
recounting the experiences of Harry A. 
Franck, a born tramp and born story teller. 
“‘The Panama Gateway,” by J. B. Bishop and 
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‘‘Pacific Shores from Panama,” written and 
illustrated by Ernest Peixotto, are other 
samples of Panama books. 

Nothing remarkably distinctive concerning 
the United States has appeared, though several 
interesting volumes give rather new pictures 
of the West, as for instance Arthur E. Bost- 
wick’s ‘‘The Different West,’’ humorously 
written impressions of a transplanted East- 
erner, and Agnes C. Laut’s ‘“‘Through Our 
Unknown Southwest.” 

South America still attracts: the most 
significant books on the country being 
‘Across Unknown South America,’”’ by A. 
Henry Savage-Landor—the story of a 13,750- 
mile journey in the wilderness—and ‘South 
America,’ observations and impressions by 
James Bryce. 

Among the host of volumes on European 
travel (and they show no sign of lessening in 
quantity) the most entertaining are perhaps 
‘‘In Thackeray’s London,’’ written and 
charmingly illustrated by F. Hopkinson 
Smith, ‘‘Magnetic Paris,’’ with plenty of 
Parisian atmosphere, by Adelaide Mack, 
‘‘Germany and the Germans from an Amer- 
ican Point of View,’’ a clever analysis of things 
political and otherwise by Price Collier, and 
Arnold Bennett’s ‘‘Paris Nights.’’ William 
Dean Howells contributed an account of his 
I9II-12 travels in Spain under the title 
‘‘Familiar Spanish Travels.” 

The African wilds, and the edges thereof, 
have been turned to account by a number of 
authors. Stewart Edward White’s ‘‘ African 
Camp Fires,’’ Albert Edward's ‘‘The Barbary 
Coast’”” and Dan Crawford’s ‘‘ Thinking 
Black’’—the story of half a life-time spent 
among the natives—throw light on the dark 
continent. It is rather strange that three of 
the most interesting African travel books of 
the year are the work of women: ‘‘ Wayfarers 
in the Libyan Desert,’’ by Frances Gordon 
Alexander, telling how two women organize 
a caravan, ‘‘My Sudan Year,” by Ethel 
Stevens, the story of a journey from Khartoum 
into the interior, and ‘“‘Some African High- 
ways,’’ by Caroline Kirkland, recounting the 
travel experiences of two women in Uganda 
and Transvaal. 

Travel books on Asia were for the most 
part importations, and comparatively high 
priced. The third volume of Sir Sven Anders 
Hedin’s ‘‘Trans Himalaya,” made its appear- 
ance, continuing the minute record of a unique 


_ journey. Remote Siberia is described by 


R. L. Wright and D. G. Bassett in ‘‘ Through 
Siberia; an Empire in the Making,” and by 
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M. P. Price in ‘‘Siberia.”’

POLITICS AND SOCIOLOGY. 


Each year the list becomes longer, while 
specialists narrow their fields and go in for 
intensive work. One more or less recent 
development among the schemes for making 
over the world is Syndicalism, represented in 
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of all the subjects over which the sociologist 
ponders no one, apparently, has given him so 
much cause for thought as that permanently 
puzzling question of woman’s place, and how 
to put her in it and keep her there. For the 
most part the contributions of 1914 have been 
pro-feminist, with an entirely modern inter- 
pretation of what woman’s place should be. 
Sir Almroth Wright, indeed, in ‘‘The Unex-

Standpoint,’”’ and by V. G. Simkhovitch in 
“*Marxism versus Socialism.” 

Investigation of working conditions has 
resulted in such books a’ “Artificial Flower 
Makers,’”” by Mary Van Kleek and ‘ Young 
Working Girls,’’ by Robert Woods and A. J. 
Kennedy. Insurance, taxation and immi- 
gration are treated in ‘‘Insurance and the 
State,”’ by William Franklin Gephart, ‘‘Social 
Insurance,” by I. M. Rubinow, ‘‘ Taxation and 
the Distribution of Wealth,’’ by Frederic 
Mathews, ‘‘Immigration: a World Movement 
and its American Significance,’’ by H. Pratt 
Fairchild, and ‘‘ The Immigrant Invasion,” by 
Julian Frank Warne.

SCIENCE. 


Seldom does a writer appear who combines 
scientific knowledge of the first order with a 
distinctive literary style. J. H. Fabre has 
already won fame as one who can make science 
sound like fiction. Two books have come 
from him this year, ‘‘ The Life of the Spider,”’ 
and ‘‘The Life of the Fly,’’ both evidencing 
their author’s right to the title of ‘‘the insects’ 
Homer.”’ The scientific field is being kept up 
to date by a large number of excellent and 
inexpensive handbooks by authorities. Such 
important books as ‘‘Elements and Electrons,” 
by Sir William Ramsay, ‘‘The Age of the 
Earth,”’ by Arthur Holmes, and ‘The Origin 
and Nature of Life,’’ by Benjamin Moore, are 
easily within the means of practically any 
student of science, while the follower of history 
or biography must pay a heavy tribute for the 
latest news in his chosen field. 

Zoology on its more popular side is well 
represented by ‘‘ Western Bird Guide,” by 
Reed, ‘‘ Wild Life and the Camera,” by A. R. 
Dugmore, ‘‘The Beaver World,’’ by Enos 
Alijah Mills, ‘‘ More Wild Animals and the 
Camera,’”’ by Walter P. Dando, ‘‘A History 
of the Land Mammals in the Western Hemi- 
sphere,’ by W. B. Scott and ‘‘ Wild Animals 
at Home,’”’ by Ernest Thompson Seton. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Rabindranath Tagore, Masefield and Noyes 
are perhaps the most talked of poets of the 
year, the first because he received the Nobel 
prize for literature, the last because of his 
visit to this country. Masefield’s ‘‘The 
Daffodil Fields,’’ and ‘‘ New Poems’”’ showed 
again the narrative grace and boldness that 
brought ‘‘The Everlasting Mercy’ into 
prominence. Tagore’s ‘‘Gitanjali,” ‘‘The 
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Gardener,’ and ‘‘The Crescent Moon, child- 
poems,” all appeared during the year. “Tales 
of the Mermaid Tavern”’ came from Noyes.

THE President’s message on trust legis- 
lation gave no word as to the specific question 
of the maintenance of fixed prices otherwise 
than by combination, ¢.g., as between an 
individual publisher or manufacturer and an 


press that the bills when introduced would 
definitely permit, if not sanction, fixed prices. 
The text of the bills, as now printed, seems to 
leave this question in more uncertainty than 
before, and more careful reading, discussion 
and probable amendment will be necessary 
to clear the situation. Indeed, a first reading 
of the bills confirms Senator Edmunds’ posi- 
tion that the original Sherman Bill was wise in 
stating generalizations, as definitions always 
require further definitionsin turn. The ‘Five 
Brothers,’’ as the five Congressional Bills are 
nicknamed on the precedent of New Jersey's 
‘‘Seven Sisters’? Laws, provide against dis- 
crimination in price in different territories, 
except because of difference in quality, quan- 
tity or transportation, thus permitting varia- 
tion in quantity discount; they prohibit special 
arrangements with the intent of holding 
competitors by underselling; but they ex- 
plicitly admit the right of selecting custom, 
1.e., of sale to one person and not to another. 
Happily distinct pledges have been given that 
the bill shall not be rushed through Con- 
gress, but that there will be full public hear- 
ings and free amendment out of which process 
something definite may at last come. 


AMERICAN BOOK PRODUCTION, 1913. 


The number of books recorded in the weekly 
and monthly lists of the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY 
during 1913 was 12,230, 1,327 more than in 
1912 when 10,903 titles were recorded. Of 
this number 10,607 were new books, and 1,623 


_ new editions, 9,085 were by American authors, 


677 were by English and foreign writers and 
2,468 were imported. 

_ The greatest gain has been in general 
literature, 209 more books having been re- 
corded than during the previous twelve 
months, 524 titles in this subject being 1912’s 
count against 733 in 1913. Sociology and 
economics show the figures 867 in 1912, 977 
in 1913, these subjects still occupying a large 


share in the publishers’ output and the pub- 
_lic’s interest. Applied science in 1912 had 
| 674 books, in 1913, 781, a gain of 107; agricul- 


_ ture also shows an advance, the figures being 
305 against 409, an increase of 104. Fiction,

THE characteristic note in the estimate of 


d’ Auteur in its annual international review of 
book-production statistics, is sounded in the 
title of a report presented in 1912 at a meeting 
of American booksellers. It is worded thus: 
‘*Fewer books and better books.’’” There isa 
general protest, in fact, against the tendency 
toward over production, a tendency which has 
been checked temporarily in the United States 


nevertheless slowly gaining ground. 

It is doubtful whether this protest will have 
any appreciable effect. What author is not 
convinced that his own book, which others 
pronounce superfluous and insignificant, is 
indispensable and useful? What publisher 
does not believe that he is filling a long-felt

GREAT BRITAIN. 
BOOK PRODUCTION.* 


THE number of books recorded as having 
been published during 1913 is 12,379, an in- 
crease of 312 on the total for 1912. The 
monthly figures given in the second part of 
the appended analytical table show that the 
rate of production during the year has been 
fairly steady from month to month, with the 
exception of the comparatively empty months

There are some differences in the distri- 
bution of the year’s total over the various 
classes of literature. The following classes 
have increased this year as compared with 
1912:—Religion, 91; Sociology, 216; Law, 15; 
Technology, 113; Medicine, etc., 38; Agri- 
culture, etc., 61; Business, 32; Games, etc., 
22; Fiction, 40; History, 32; and Travel and 
Geography, 144. The principal decreases 
are Science, 95; Domestic Arts, 54; and Ju- 
venile, 137. It should also be noted that 
while the total number of publications has 
increased by 312, the number of new editions 
has decreased by 32.

GERMANY. 
BOOK PRODUCTION. 


The year 1912 has disproved the forecasts 
of those who, for reasons apparently well 
founded, predicted a great decrease or at 
least an interruption in book production. In 
spite of political complications caused by the 
Balkan War and its effect on business in 
western Europe, in spite of the high cost of 
living, the limited supply of available capital 
and the increase in manufacturing expense, 
the activity of the publishing trade has been 
marked. The total number of books pub- 
lished was greater than that in 1911, by 5.46%, 
whereas the total of that year surpassed that 
of 1910 by 5.49%. The depression of 1909 
and 1910 has not continued; 1803 more publi- 
cations were put on the market than in IgII. 
Almost one-third of the increase (+591) falls 
in the category of the belles-lettres; this fact 
is universally attributed to the publication of 
several large popular-priced editions of the 
works of various authors, for the most part 
new editions. A second third includes law 
and political science, business, history and 
architecture, while the final third takes in 
almost all the other classifications of litera- 
ture, the decrease in three of them (philology, 
geography, agriculture) being scarcely per- 
ceptible. 

That the number of publications on military 
subjects is a little in excess of the average 
between the years 1901 and 1910 (668), but 
does not yet reach the figures of the years 
1906 (715), 1907 (693), 1908 (703), 1999 (691), 
is slight consolation to the advocates of 
peace.

GERMAN BOOKS PUBLISHED IN OTHER 
COUNTRIES. 


Figures have been compiled which show 
what share other countries or continents have 
in this total, which includes, in addition to the 
books published in any one of the languages of 


| the Empire, works which have appeared in 


parts of neighboring States where German is 


| spoken and those published in the German 


language in any part of the world, provided 


| they have received bibliographical notice. 


M. L. Schénrock, Leipzig, has been at con- 
siderable pains *to study this geographical 
phase of book production. He discovered 
that 4,648 of the 34,801 publications handled 
by the house of J. C. Hinrichs appeared out- 
side of the borders of the German Empire, so 
that strictly speaking the book production of 
Germany proper was in I9I2 30,153 works 
(books and pamphlets.) This figure, how- 
ever, is and continues to be colossal, especially 
when one takes into consideration the fact 
that publications not turned into the regular 
channels of the booktrade (estimated at some 
hundreds a year) do not appear in these 
statistics. 

The 4,648 foreign publications in the Ger- 
man language are divided as follows: Austria- 
Hungary, 3,158; Switzerland, 1,006; Russia, 
especially the Balkan provinces and Finland, 
137; the Scandinavian provinces, 107 (Swe- 
den, 80 chiefly from Upsala); Norway, 17; 
Denmark, 10; the Netherlands, 51 (Leyden 
and Amsterdam); Italy, 40; France, 36 Bel- 
gium (Brussels, Liége) and Great Britain 
(Oxford), each 16; Bulgaria, 6; Greece and 
Luxemburg, 5; Roumania and Spain, 4; 
Turkey, 3. In addition 25 works appeared in 
America—a figure evidently much lower than 
the actual number—15 in Africa and 14 in 
Asia, that is in the countries under German 
protection. A year ago we were able, on the 
authority of M. Goldfriedrich, to state the 
number of works in the German language 
brought out in foreign countries for the year 
1908 as 2,867 in Austria-Hungary, 875 in 
German Switzerland and 187 in other coun- 
tries. For the German Empire there re-

very considerable increase in books produced 
in Germany has thus been reached, since in 
1912 the above figure was raised by 5,679 
books. 

UNIVERSITY THESES. 


University theses are listed in a special 
review entitled Buibliographischer Monats- 
bericht brought out by the house of Gustave 
Fock, Leipzig. The figures attained in the 
school year 1912-1913 are the highest yet 
reached; they exceed by 79 those of the school 
year 1910-1911 which headed the list. They 
include 1,644 more titles than the correspond- 
ing records of the school year 1908-1909. 
There is increase all along the line with the 
exception of pedagogical works (—92) and 
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books on the veterinary art (—40). The | 


increase is very noticeable in law and econom- 
ics, history and chemistry. But, hitherto, 
it has been almost impossible to generalize 
these statistics, because of the sudden and 
unexpected increases in numbers.

TRANSLATIONS OF GERMAN WORKS. 


Translations of German works, either pro- 
tected or uncopyrighted, have been given 
bibliographical notice as usual in the Borsen- 
blatt by M. Pech for the versions in the Slavic, 
Hungarian, Roumanian and in other lan- 
guages of Oriental Europe. In counting their 
titles we have found 556 publications, 20 less 
than in 1911 andg less thanin 1910. This is 
apparent from the following table which 
shows great uniformity for the three last 
years:

The music trade is engaging more and more 
the services of the above mentioned agency 
with a view to obtaining the American copy- 
right for musical novelties. As for books, 
there must be added to the figures given above 
1,000 representing the works deposited in 
1912 with the American Institute in Berlin 
which agrees to send them without charge to 
Washington to be registered. Sixteen hun- 
dred German books protected by copyright 
in the United States, out of upwards of 
30,000 published in Germany, seems a trifling 
number, especially in view of the fact that 
American works are protected exclusively in

The figures have remained the same for the 
main heads 16 and 20; they have become 
slightly lower in divisions 4, 13, 24 and 28, and 
have become higher in all the others, princi- 
pally—it is not entirely due to chance—in the 
branches of law, politics, and economics 
(+79), of theology (+59), business (+41), 
architecture (+40), sport (+28), pedagogy 
(+26), history (+23) and fashions (+23). 

The second part of Mr. Sperling’s annual 
enumerates the principal political newspapers 
appearing in German-speaking countries; in 
1913, 1344 (1911; 1297; 1912, 1364). 

Mr. Stocklossa gives us statistical infor- 
mation concerning the press up to January 
Ist, 1910. This information is limited to the 
German Empire and shows a total of 9,304 
periodicals of which 5,410 are reviews and 
professional magazines and 3,894, news- 
papers. The first are published in 608 locali- 
ties, the second appear in 2,227 places. The 
same authority informs us that the total 
publication of newspapers is 18 million copies 
which represents on an average an edition of 
5,430 copies to a paper (other periodicals, 34 
millions; average edition per review, 6,590 
copies). We shall not be far from the truth 
in placing the number of periodicals which 
actually see the light in Germany at 10,000. 


GERMAN BOOKTRADE STATISTICS. 


The gradual development of the German 
booktrade can be followed, thanks to the 


(1,675) are to be found in the German Empire, 
335 (330) in Austria Hungary, 87 (84) in 
Switzerland, 236 (242) in the other countries 
of Europe, 72 (73) in America, etc. There are 
3,247 (1913, 3,249), actual book publishers to 
370 (373) publishers of works of art and 494 
(495) music publishers. The general book- 
trade includes 7,273 houses. As for circulat- 
ing libraries, they number 1,026 (1,366) and 
grow fewer each year. 

On the 15th of March, 1913, the German 
Borsenverein had 3,561 members (1912: 3,543). 


AUSTRIA. 


While the region beyond the Leitha has 
compiled a complete bibliography for the year 
1912, similar information for the cisleithan 
section is lacking. We have learned only that 
the firm of Hinrichs, Leipzig, lists 3,158 works 
in the German language which appeared for 
the most part, if not entirely, in that section of 
the country in 1912. The following extract 
from Perles’ Adressbuch gives statistics of the 
booktrade for the years 1911 and 1912.

STATISTICS OF PERIODICALS. 


According to L’ Union dela Presse Périodique 
(1913, p. 25), the number of newspapers and 
periodicals amounted in I910 to 2,366 (1885: 
829), thus classified: Political journals, 597, 
financial 312, agricultural, commercial and 
industrial 269, and miscellaneous 1,188. The 
number of papers and magazines published in 
the Flemish language is also given. Belgium 
had 25 in 1840, 72 in 1855, 363 in 1899, and 
893 in 1913. These figures are significant of 
the spread of the Flemish tongue in this 
country. 

One compiler of statistics has noted the 
number of new periodicals published in Bel- 
gium from 1903 to 1912, and has found that 
between the years 1903 and 1905 22 new 

eriodicals were being published monthly, 
Seemeaes 1906 and 1907 30, and between 1908 
and 1912, 35. Of these 3,500 new periodicals 
more than 3,000 ceased to appear, and were 
not in existence by 1913. The periodical 
arena is strewn with corpses.

There has been a slight decline particularly 
in the branches of philosophy, pedagogy, fine 
arts and belles-lettres. Otherwise one is im- 
pressed with the uniformity of the figures 
for these three years and with the increase 
in certain branches (theology, law, tech- 
nology). 

The number of pamphlets comprised in the 
total figure (3,537) is not given this year (1912, 
1,188), nor is the number of translations classi- 
fied except in the case of belles-lettres where 
the publications are divided according to 
language. Aside from 546 Danish publica- 
tions (1910, 503; 1911, 561) and 31 Islandic 
publications (1910, 7; 1911, 37), there were 235 
translations (1910, 227; I911, 300). These are 
classified by language as follows:

The statistics of the press show that there 
are 1,314 periodicals of which 278 are de- 
voted to general topics, 269 to matters 
of national interest, 223 theological, 222 
technical, 64 politfcal and 39 pedagogical 
journals. 

SPAIN. 


The statistics in the table on the following 
page are from the Bibliografia Espavola of 
March 16, 1913. 

This table shows an ascending scale in book 
production interrupted only in 1908 and in 
1910 by slight setbacks. The average pro- 
duction has been surpassed each year since 
1909. We have also estimated the averages 
by subject. Literature and the social sciences 
which contain the most subdivisions are at 
the head, representing 57% of the total pro- 
duction. Applied science, general works, re- 
ligious publications, works of theosophy and 
mysticism follow. 

The statistics for Spain are confined entirely 
to the national production, for neither foreign 
books published in Spain nor works, in the 
Spanish language published elsewhere are 
included.

The third part of the Annual contains the 
names and addresses of 398 Hungarian book- 
sellers and publishers of books, music and 
artistic work, belonging to the bookseller’s 
association.

However, in analyzing the figures for Ig12, 
we discover that academic documents and 
new political papers have been included. If 
the corresponding figures for I911 were added, 
the total for that year would be 11,315 publi- 
cations, a surplus of 21 publications over Ig12. 
Otherwise the number of new editions has been 
greater by 38 in 1912 than in I9gI1. 

The book production as a‘ whole has re- 
mained almost the same in spite of the war 
in Tripoli which appears to have inspired the 
poets, while by its actual horrors, it has dulled 
the imagination of the novelists. Works of 
physical and medical science have increased 
as is natural. The increase in scholastic 
manuals and philosophical works is more re- 
markable. On the other hand, educational 
works have decreased in number as well as 
those on religion and technology. 
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Of the 11,294 publications, 10,911 appeared 
in Italian, 169 in French, 135 in Latin, 30 
in English, 18 in Greek, and 10 in Spanish. 

Translations during 1912 amounted to 418 
(in 1910, 435; in 1911, 461); 173 of these were 
from the French (in 1910, 204; in I9II, 235), 
101 from the German (in 1910, 89; 1n I9II, 97), 
67 from English (65 in 1910; in I9II, 63); 20 
from Latin, 27 from Greek, 9 from Spanish, 9 
from Russian and two from each of the follow- 
ing languages: Swedish, Sanscrit, Arabic, 
Hebrew, and one from Dutch, Danish, Polish, 
and Hungarian.

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The total is almost the same as that of the 
year 1910 (3,777); it surpasses that of 1911 by 
126 titles only. The most noticeable changes 
are to be found in dramatic works (+53), and 
books for children (+32). The only marked 
decrease (-31) is in the division of Fine Arts. 
It would by mere conjecture, however, to 
draw any conclusions from these figures. The 
Netherlands’ first entire year under the Union 
will be 1913. 

POLAND. 
BOOK PRODUCTION. 


Just as Polish publishers form an inde- 
pendent group in the organization of the 
International Congress of Publishers, they 
possess a bibliography apart; and in spite of 
the difference in frontier politics, they form a 
homogeneous association. 

According to data collected by Mr. Rulikow- 
ski, the production of Polish books reached 
in 1909, 3,415 works, in I910, 3,812, and in 
1911, 3,436. These figures include, it is true, 
not only works written in the Polish tongue 
and published in other countries, but also 
those written about Poland as well as trans- 
lations of Polish works, facts which explain 
the largeness of these figures. Of the 10,663 
works thus recorded, 9,951 appeared in the 
Polish language. They were published in 87 
localities in 1909, 93 in 1910, and 105 in IQII. 
Warsaw held first place in book production 
(1,369 works in 1909, 1,571 in I910, and 1,224 
in 1911), followed by Crakow and Lemberg. 

SWITZERLAND. 
BOOK PRODUCTION. 


While the number of periodicals appearing 
in the Confederation is known exactly (in 
1912, 1,519), a very regrettable uncertainty 
exists with regard to the annual book pro- 
duction. 

The minimum figure is that indicated by 

the German statistics above noted, according 
to which, 1,006 works were published in 
Switzerland in 1912 in the German language, 
one of the four national languages. The 
maximum figure is furnished by the Swiss 
national library which records its yearly ac- 
cessions of books and pamphlets. Publica- 
tions of more than 100 pages are counted as 
books; those of from 4 to 100 pages, as pam- 
phlets. Unfortunately these accessions are 
not classified according to the date of publi- 
cation, but are divided into two groups, those 
which appeared before 1901 and those issued 
later. The latter group is added to each year 
principally by works published during the past 
year, but the exact number of them is not 
indicated. We simply have these figures: 
in the second group (works published since 
1901), there were 3,217 books and 5,248 
pamphlets, that is 8,465 works acquired by 
1911 and 3,081 books and 6,975 pamphlets, or 
10,056 works acquired by 1912 (+1,591). 
This last figure approximates the book pro- 
duction of the year. 
_ It must be borne in mind that these figures 
include such writings as the reports, accounts, 
circulars, statutes, and programs of societies 
and universities, about 700 in all, besides 
numerous occasional publications which can- 
not be strictly classed as books.

During the 16 fiscal years since the reor- 
ganization of the Copyright Office (from July 
I, 1897, to June 30, 1913) the total receipts 


_have exceeded one and a quarter million 


dollars ($1,370,130.08); the copyright fees 
applied and paid into the Treasury have 
amounted to more than a million and a quarter 
dollars ($1,304,647.30); the articles deposited 
number more than three million (3,017,286), 
and the total copyright registrations over one 
and a half million (1,697,227). 

The fees ($1,304,647.30) were larger than the 
appropriation for salaries ($1,101,658.11) used 
during the same period by $202,989.19. 

In addition to this direct profit, a large 
number of the 3,017,286 books, maps, prints, 
and other articles deposited during the 16 
years were of substantial pecuniary value and 
of such a character that their accession to the 
Library of Congress through the Copyright 
Office effected a saving to the purchase fund 
of the Library equal in amount to their price.

COPYRIGHT DEPOSITS. 


The various articles deposited in com- 
pliance with the new copyright law which have 
been registered, stamped, indexed, and cata- 
logued during the fiscal year amount to 
215,595. The number of these articles in 


each class for the 16 fiscal years is shown in 
Exhibit G. 

The copyright act which went into force on 
July 1, 1909, provides for the gradual elimi- 
nation of the accumulated copyright deposits 
(see secs. 59 and 60).* During the year books

Under the provisions of the act of March 
4, 1909, authority is granted for the return to 
the claimant of copyright of such copyright 
deposits as are not required by the Eibrary. 
The notice required by section 60 has been 
printed during the year for all classes of works 
deposited and registered during the years 
1890 to 1899, but no requests have so far 
been received to enable the return of articles. 
On the other hand, in response to special 
requests, 66 dramatic or musical compositions 
and 380 motion picture films have been re- 
turned to the copyright claimants, and of the 
current deposits not needed by the Library of 
Congress the following have also been so 
returned, 12,333 ‘‘books”’ (pamphlets, leaflets, 
etc.), 4,312 photographs, 20,658 prints, 5,932 
contributions to periodicals, 14,490 period- 
icals; a total of 58,171 articles. 

In response to inquiries during the year 
from the Card Section, the Order Division, 
and the Reading Room, in regard to 724 books 
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supposed to be copyrighted but not found in 
the Library, it was discovered that 85 of these 
works were already in the Library, 99 of the 
books had been deposited and were still in the 
Copyright Office, 108 works were either not 
published, did not claim copyright, or for 
other reasons could not be deposited, and in 
the case of 165 works no answers to our letters 
of inquiry had been received up to June 30, 
1913. Copies were received of 267 works in 
all in response to request made by the Cop- 
right Office during the period of 12 months 
for works published during recent years. 


THE COPYRIGHT INDEX AND CATALOGUE, 
BULLETINS, AND CIRCULARS. 


The copyright registrations are indexed 
upon cards. The cards made are first used as 
copy for the printed catalogue and after print- 
ing are added to the permanent card indexes 
of the copyright entries. The temporary 
cards made for the printed indexes, etc., to the 
catalogue (numbering 85,095 during the fiscal 
year) are eliminated; the remaining cards 
(114,085 for the fiscal year) are added to the 
permanent card indexes, now numbering con- 
siderably over 2,600,000 cards. By revision 
and condensation 10,500 cards were canceled 
and withdrawn from the indexes during the 
year. 

The publication of the Catalogue of Copy- 
right Entries has been continued as required 
by law. For convenience of search the 
volumes are made to cover the works pub- 
lished and deposited during the calendar year 
rather than the fiscal year. Five volumes of 
the Catalogue of Copyright Entries were 
printed for the calendar year 1912, containing 
a total of 7,415 pages, divided as follows: Part 
5 mag 1, Books, volume 9g, contains 1,472 
pages of text and 443 pages of index, a total 
of 1,915 pages; Part I, Group 2, Pamphlets, 
leaflets, contributions to periodicals, lectures, 
dramas, maps, etc., volume 9, contains 1,254 
pages of text and 586 pages of index, a total of 
1,840 pages; Part II, Periodicals, volume 7, 
contains 373 pages of text and 83 pages of 
index, a total of 456 pages; Part III, Music, 
volume 7, contains 1,683 pages of text and 832 
pages of index, a total of 2,515 pages; Part IV, 
Fine Arts, etc., volume 7, contains 629 pages of 
text and 60 pages of index, a total of 689 pages. 

Each part of the catalogue is sold separately 
at a nominal annual subscription rate within 
the maximum price established by law, as 
follows: 

_ Part I, Books, pamphlets, dramatic compo- 
sitions, and maps (two volumes), $1; Part II, 
Periodicals, 50 cents; Part III, Musical compo- 
sitions (a very bulky volume), $1; Part IV, 
Prints, including chromos and lithographs, 
photographs, and the descriptions of original 
works of art—paintings, drawings, and sculp- 
ture—s5o0 cents. The price for the entire 
catalogue for the year is $3. The —-. 
tions, by express provisions of the copyright 
act, are required to be paid to the Superin- 
tendent of Documents (Office of the Public 
Printer, Washington, D. C.), and all subscrip- 
tions must be for the complete year for each 
part desired.

During the fiscal year a new edition of the 
copyright law was printed in order to include 
the provisions of the first amendatory act, 


| approved August 24, 1912, providing for the 


copyright registration of motion pictures. 
(Bulletin No. 14. January, 1913. 52 pp. 8°.) 

Information circulars were printed and dis- 
tributed during the year as follows: The 
amendatory copyright act of August 24, 1912 
(No. 47); the amendatory act of March 2, 
1913, relating to certificate of copyright 
registration (No. 50); text of the copyright 
convention between the United States and 
Hungary, which went into effect on October 
16, 1912 (No. 48); presidential copyright proc- 
lamation in respect to subjects of Tunis, 
October 4, 1912 (No. 49). 

The considerable deposit of foreign books 
made under the operation of the present copy- 
right law adds a new element of value to the 
catalogue of copyrighted books. More than 
four thousand volumes were deposited in 
1912-13 of books printed in languages other 
than English, and nearly two hundred 
volumes of books printed abroad in the English 
language were registered for ad interim pro- 
tection.

The greater part of the business of the Copy- 
right Office is done by correspondence. The 
total letters and parcels received during the 
fiscal year numbered 139,265, while the 
letters, certificates, parcels, etc., dispatched 
numbered 148,947. Letters received trans- 
mitting remittances numbered 44,292, includ- 
ing money orders to the number of 28,032. 
During the last 16 fiscal years the money 
orders received numbered 406,846. 


COPYRIGHT LEGISLATION AND INTERNATIONAL 
COPYRIGHT RELATIONS. 


I. Legislation. 


My last year’s report contained a full and 
detailed statement of proposed amendments 
of the copyright act of March 4, 1909. The 
Townsend bill (H. R. 24224, 62d Cong., 2d 
sess.) was passed by the House on June 17, 
1912, and by the Senate* on August 19th, and 
was approved and became law on August 24th. 
It includes motion-picture photoplays, as 
class ‘‘1’’ in the schedule of subject matter of 
copyright, and ‘‘motion pictures other than 
photoplays,”’ as class ‘‘m,’’ and amends section 
I1 to provide for the registration of claims to 
copyright in such motion pictures. The 
amendatory act also adds ‘‘ dramatico-musical 
compositions’’ to the list of works ‘‘of which 
copies are not reproduced for sale,’’ which 


may be registered for copyright, under the | 


provisions of section 11. The full text of this 
amendatory act is printed on pages 167-169 of 
this report. The bill to amend section 55 of

The following copyright bills were intro- 
duced during the present fiscal year. On July 
8, 1912, by Mr. John H. Stephens, of Texas, a 


_ bill (H. R. 25629) to provide for international 


reciprocity in regard to patents and copy- 
rights. The text of this bill is identical with 
H. R. 5882, of March 29, 1909, which was 
printed in my annual report for 1908-9, pages 
go-91. On April 7, 1913, the same bill with 
identical text was reintroduced by Mr. 
Stephens, of Texas, in the first session of the 
63d Congress, as H. R. 11. On April 7, 1913, 
Mr. Luther W. Mott presented a bill (H. R. 
186) toamend sections 5 and 28 of the act of 
March 4, 1909. This is identical with the bill 
(H. R. 24925, 62d Cong., 2d sess.) which was 
printed in my annual report for 1911-12, page 
179. No action has been taken upon these 
bills. 

Under the law now in force in order to obtain 
adequate protection for the design of any 
artistic article of manufacture, it is necessary 
to take action under the provisions of the 
design-patent legislation (Revised Statutes, 
sec. 4929, and the amendatory act of March 
9, 1902), providing that ‘‘ Any person who has 
invented any new, original, and ornamental 
design for an article of manufacture . . . may 
obtain a patent therefor.”’ 

The procedure is the same as that in the 
case of letters patent generally, involving 
careful and extensive search to determine all 
the facts required by the law; a design patent 
depending on proof (1) of originality, (2) that 
the design was not known or used by others in 
this country before its invention by the 
claimant, (3) that is was not patented or 
described before its invention, and (4) that it 
was not in public use or on sale in this country 
for more than two years prior to the claimant's 
application. The design patent may be 
granted in the course of two or three months 
from the date of filing the application in the 
Patent Office.

The registra- 
tions actually made for design patents from 
1902 to 1911 varied from 640 in 1902 to 1,010 
in I91I, with an average annual registration 
of but 652.* 

The small number of registrations made is 
no doubt due to the difficulty of registration, 
the unavoidable delay, and the considerable 
cost involved. 

While patent protection may continue to 
be sought in the case of models and designs 
for certain articles, it seems clear that there is 
urgent need for legislation to secure protection 
for the great proportion of artistic designs for 
manufactured articles by means of a simpler 
procedure, greater facility of registration, 
and a reduced cost. This protection it is 
believed could be obtained by copyright. 
The present copyright law approved March 
4, 1909, expressly provides that it shall 
“include all the writings of an author’’; 
and the schedule of works subject matter 
of copyright contains also the following 
two classes of works: ‘‘(g) works of art; 
models or designs for works of art,’’ ‘‘(i) draw- 
ings or plastic works of a scientific or technical 
character.”’

In the case of copyright, as there is no grant 
of the right but simply a registration of the 
claim, the procedure may be simple, action 
prompt, and the official fee relatively small. 
The present copyright fee for each article 
registered is $1, including a certificate of 
registration. The argument for the inclusion 
of designs of the character in question in the 
protection secured by the copyright law is 
that of their artistic authorship. It is the 
artistic invention which would be protected 
in behalf of its author as shown either in the 
decoration or ornamentation or in the artistic 
shape or configuration. 

In France artistic designs of the character in 
question are brought within the protection of 
the general copyright law by the Act of 
March I1, 1902, amending the basic copy- 
right act of 1793 to the effect that the rights 
secured by that act shall belong to the de- 
signer of any ornament ‘‘ whatever may be the 
merit or the destination of the work.’’ De- 
tailed provisions for deposit and registration 
are authorized by a subsequent act. It is 
believed that an amendment of the copyright 
law of the United States is called for to secure 
the protection of ornamental designs for 
articles of manufacture, to provide suitable 
remedies in case of infringement, and to pre- 
scribe a sufficient but reasonably economical 
registration in behalf of the numerous Amer- 
ican and foreign draftsmen engaged in the 
preparation of such designs; and also to 
provide the manufacturers of such articles 
with the necessary protection against in- 
fringement. 


II. International Copyright Relations. 


A copyright agreement between the United 
States and Hungary was signed at Budapest 
on January 30, 1912. This convention went 
into force October 16, 1912. The full text 
is printed as Addendum IV, page 227. 

On October 4, 1912, the President issued a 
proclamation to the effect that subjects of 
Tunis are entitled to all the benefits of the 
copyright act of March 4, 1909, and the

As Chairman of the Executive Committee of 
The Stationers’ and Publishers’ Board of 
Trade, Inc., I take pleasure in submitting the 
following report for the year ending November 
30th, 1913: 


BUREAU OF INFORMATION. 


From December Ist, 1912, to November 
30th, 1913, we have furnished to members 
17,900 reports, as against 18,569 during the 
previous year.

During the past year we sent to members 
for information 6,054 inquiries. The previous 
year 5,972 inquiries were sent.

This department was used in 1912 by 
105 members, and in the past year by I0I 
members.

THE “SIX BEST SELLERS” OF 19138. 

Tue ‘‘BooKMAN’s’’ COMMENTS ON ITs AN- 

NUAL SUMMARY OF ITs MONTHLY LISTS OF 
Six Best SELLERs.* 


Tus is the fourteenth January issue in 
which we have been compiling what some one 
rather flippantly calls our ‘‘All America 
Team” of ‘“‘best selling’? books. These 
annual stories of the lists have unquestionably

to have exactly the same number of mentions. 
So the fairest course seemed to be to bracket 
the two for first and second positions. But 
this method satisfied no one. Within a few 
hours after the appearance of the magazine 
we received, almost simultaneously, telegrams 


| from the publishers of both books asking by 


what strange system of reasoning we had 
reached the conclusion that the novel brought 
out by the other firm should be conceded 
equality. We have always been grateful for 
that second telegram. We forget which one 


| it was, but we take this occasion to extend 


belated thanks both in the direction of Boston 
and of Indianapolis. 

Before taking up the story of the books of 
1913 and their progress in the lists we wish to 
offer an explanation that may incidentally 
lead toa little better ‘‘team work”’ on the part 
of the forty or fifty booksellers throughout the 
country who supply these lists. From pub- 
lishing houses we are continually receiving 
protests that are certainly not without a 
measure of justification. For example, a few 
weeks ago there came from the Century Com- 
pany of New York, an exceedingly courteous 
communication pointing out that Miss Jean 


| Webster’s ‘‘Daddy-Long-Legs’”’ had, in a 





certain list, been classed as a juvenile, whereas 
it is really not a juvenile at all. We are quite 
ready to concede that ‘‘ Daddy-Long-Legs”’ 
should have appeared under the head of 
fiction, but what could we possibly do in the 
matter? It will be quite obvious that we had 


| no right whatever to make a change in these 
| lists. Even if we had such a right how would 


it be possible to make the readjustment? 
Were we to take ‘“ Daddy-Long-Legs” from 
the juveniles and incorporate it in the fiction 
list, what would be our justification for drop- 
ping any one of the six works of fiction sent in 
by the bookseller? We are quite ready to 
concede that author and publisher have the 
right to feel just a trifle exasperated when they 
see their book wrongly classed. But if we 
arbitrarily remedied the mistake in a way 
that dropped some other book entirely from 
the list, another author and publisher would be 
justified in feeling a far greater grievance. 
We do not feel that we have the right to 
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question the honesty of these lists as they 
come in. We are conscious of occasional 
inaccuracies, and yet, in the main, we believe 
implicitly in the good faith of our corre- 
spondents. 
future a greater care and a heartier cooper- 
ation. 

According to the list in our issue for Decem- 
ber, 1912, the leading book was Harold Bell 
Wright’s ‘‘Their Yesterdays,”’ followed very 
closely by George Barr McCutcheon’s ‘‘The 
Hollow of Her Hand,” and Rex Beach’s ‘‘ The 
Net.” Mr. Wright’s book was again the 
leader for the first month of 1913. The other 
books in the January list were, in order, Mr. 
Beach’s ‘‘The Net,” Mary Waller’s ‘‘A Cry 
in the Wilderness,’’ Frances Little’s ‘‘The 
Lady and Sada San,’’ Mr. McCutcheon’s 
“The Hollow of Her Hand,” and Mary 
Johnston’s ‘‘Cease Firing. The six books of 
that month were unusually close in the race 
in the matter of total points, only sixty-four 
points separating ‘‘Their Yesterdays” and 
‘Cease Firing.”” With the February list three 
of the books of the preceding month dropped 
back from their positions among the leaders. 
Mr. Wright’s book was again in first place, 
but it was being hard pressed by a new- 
comer, Ralph Connor’s ‘‘Corporal Cameron.”’ 
Two other newcomers were Miss Rives’s 
“The Valiants of Virginia,’’ and Henry Van 
Dyke’s ‘‘The Unknown Quantity.’’ ‘‘The 
Lady and Sada San,” and ‘‘ Cease Firing”’ were 
still in the running, Frances Little’s book being 
in third place, and Miss Johnston’s tied for 
fifth place. As was the case with the January 
issue all the books were closely grouped. 

It was a different story with the list for 
March. The three leaders, ‘‘The Valiants of 
Virginia,”* ‘‘Corporal Cameron” and ‘Their 
Yesterdays,’ were far out in front with totals 
of 232 points, 204 points, and 200 points re- 
spectively. These were the only real con- 
tenders, but to fill out the list the other three 
places were held by ‘‘The Lady and Sada 
San,’ ‘‘Cease Firing,’’ and ‘‘A Cry in the 
Wilderness.’’ With April, however, came 
radical changes. Mr. A. S. M. Hutchinson’s 
‘The Happy Warrior” held first place, fol- 
lowed by ‘‘The Valiants of Virginia.”” In 
third position was Maria Thompson Daviess’s 
“‘ Andrew the Glad,” while Elizabeth Robins’s 
widely discussed ‘‘My Little Sister” was 
fourth. As had been the case in the February 
number there was a tie for the last two places, 
the contending books this time being Helen 
R. Martin’s ‘‘The Parasite’’ and Ralph Con- 
nor’s ‘‘Corporal Cameron.”” With May more 
changes. ‘“‘The Happy Warrior,’’ the April 
leader, had dropped out entirely, and ‘*The 
Valiants of Virginia’’ had slipped back to last 

lace. With a point total of 349, so far the 

ighest of the year, John Fox's ‘‘ The Heart of 
the Hills” was in first position. Two other 
new books, Jeffery Farnol’s ‘‘The Amateur 
Gentleman’”’ and Sir Gilbert Parker’s ‘‘The 
Judgment House,”’ were second and third with 
250 and 248 points respectively. Againit was 
a case of the real race being between the three 
leaders. The combined point total of the 
books in fourth, fifth and sixth places was 
considerably less than the point total of ‘‘ The 
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Heart of the Hills,’’ and very little more than 
the point total of ‘‘The Amateur Gentleman,” 
or the point total of ‘‘The Judgment House.” 

The three leaders of the May list were again 
the leaders in the June number, but in in- 
verted order. First came ‘‘The Judgment 
House,’’ with 379 points, then ‘‘ The Amateur 
Gentleman, with 313 points, and then ‘‘The 
Heart of the Hills,” with 310 points. Three 
new books struggled along rather hopelessly 
in fourth, fifth and sixth places: W. J. Locke’s 
“*Stella Maris,’’ Mrs. Humphry Ward’s ‘‘ The 
Mating of Lydia,’’ and Gouverneur Morris's 
“The Penalty.’”’ There was a more equal 
division in the matter of points in the July 
issue. ‘‘The Judgment House” was again the 
leader, and ‘‘The Amateur Gentleman” was 
again second. But ‘‘The Heart of the Hills”’ 
had to be content with fourth place, giving 
way to Mr. Henry Sydnor Harrison’s ‘‘V. V.’s 
Eyes.”’ ‘Stella Maris”’ was fifth, and Ellen 
Glasgow’s ‘‘ Virginia’ sixth. ‘‘V. V.’s Eyes” 
had taken third place rather impressively in 
July, and in August it went to the front with a 
surprising total of 435 points. At that it was 
not so far ahead of a newcomer, Mr. Winston 
Churchill’s ‘‘The Inside of the Cup.’’ These 
books were making all the running with the 
rest nowhere. But just to indicate their 
vitality we record that ‘‘The Judgment 
House”’ was third, ‘‘The Heart of the Hills”’ 
fourth, and ‘‘The Amateur Gentleman”’ fifth. 
Inconspicuously, in sixth place, was Mr. 
Joseph C. Lincoln’s ‘‘ Mr. Pratt’s Patients.”’ 

Four hundred and thirty-nine was the 
highest point total attained during 1913. It 
was achieved in the September list by ‘‘V. V.’s 
Eyes,” which had led the preceding month 
with 435 points. Again in September Mr. 
Churchill’s ‘‘The Inside of the Cup’’ was 
second, and again the race was entirely be- 
tween the two leaders. Mr. Thomas Dixon’s 
‘*The Southerner”’ was third, ‘‘The Judgment 
House”’ fourth, ‘‘The Heart of the Hills”’ 
fifth, and Eleanor H. Porter’s ‘‘Pollyanna”’ 
sixth. With the October list the race tight- 
ened up. By a meagre three points ‘V. V.’s 
Eyes’’ held the lead over a newcomer, Gene 
Stratton-Porter’s ‘‘Laddie,’’ which in turn 
was 16 points in advance of ‘‘ The Inside of the 
Cup.”’ A ‘‘best seller’? whose name is usually 
found in the autumn lists reappeared in the 
person of Mr. Rex Beach, whose novel, ‘‘ The 
Iron Trail,’”’ held fourth place, while our old 
friend from the Isle of Man contributed to the 
list with ‘‘The Woman Thou Gavest Me.” 
Sir Gilbert Parker’s ‘‘The Judgment House”’ 
was sixth, this being the sixth consecutive 
month in which that book had appeared on 
the list. 

The autumn books were now fairly in their 
swing. November saw Mrs. Stratton-Porter’s 
‘‘Laddie”’ leading ‘‘The Woman Thou Gavest 
Me” by amargin of three points. The figures 
were respectively 331 and 328. ‘‘The Inside 
of the Cup’’ was but seventeen points behind 
Mr. Hall Caine’s book. ‘‘The Iron Trail’”’ 
was fourth with 221 points, and ‘‘V. V.’s 
Eyes,”’ in view of its leadership in August, 
September and October, a rather poor fifth 
with 136 points. Sixth place in the November 
list went to Robert Hichens’s ‘‘The Way of 
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Ambition.’”’ With characteristic vitality (vi- 
tality in the matter of popularity) Mr. Win- 
ston Churchill’s ‘‘The Inside of the Cup” 
‘‘came back’’ with the list for December. 
Second in August and September, and third in 
October and November, it now took the lead 
for the first time by a margin of 20 points. 
In the place position was ‘‘The Woman Thou 
Gavest Me’”’ with 275 points, followed by 
‘*Laddie”’ with 252 points. Again ‘‘The Iron 
Trail’ was fourth, and again ‘‘V. V.’s Eyes”’

In the lists for 1913 thirty books were 
represented as against twenty-seven for 1912, 
twenty-seven for 1911, thirty-two for 1910, 
twenty-nine for 1909, thirty-six for 1908, 
thirty for 1907, thirty for 1906, twenty-nine 
for 1905, thirty-one for 1904, thirty-two for 
1903, twenty-eight for 1902, twenty-nine for 
1901, and twenty-nine for 1900. There was 
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no book that was published anonymously, and | 


no book was the result of collaboration. Rex 
Beach had two books on the lists, ‘‘The Net”’ 
and ‘‘The Iron Trail,’’ and counting him 
twice the representation was eighteen men 
and twelve women. Twenty-two of the books 
were written by American authors, for we 
claim both Mrs. Frances Hodgson Burnett 
and Elizabeth Robins. The six ‘“‘best sellers’ 
of the year, judged by the point system, were 
Winston Churchill’s ‘* The Inside of the Cup,” 
Henry Sydnor Harrison’s ‘‘V. V.’s Eyes,” 
John Fox’s ‘‘The Heart of the Hills,” Jeffery 
Farnol’s ‘‘The Amateur Gentleman,” Sir 
Gilbert Parker’s ‘‘The Judgment House,”’ 
and Gene Stratton-Porter’s ‘‘ Laddie.”’ 

With the names of the six ‘‘best sellers”’ of 
1913 before us, it is a perfectly natural ques- 
tion to ask, Why this particular six rather 
than some other six? Have they any feature 
in common, any distinguishing mark that 
seems to differentiate them and justify, or at 
least explain their selection as the kind of 
fiction most in demand, the index to the popu- 
lar taste of the hour? And, perfectly natural 
though it is, the question is likely to prove 
quite futile, until we realize that the six 
“best selling’’ books of the year or the month 
are not necessarily any indication whatever of 
popular taste. They may be, and then again, 
they may not, for the purchase of a copy of a 
book or of a million copies does not prove that 
the book purchased is necessarily read, or 
being read, necessarily liked. All that a 


‘best seller’’ really does prove is that for the | 


publisher and the bookseller it has been a 
more than usually profitable piece of mer- 
chandise. And that the chances are that ina 
good many cases the annual list of ‘‘best 
sellers’ is likely to be misleading as to the 
taste of the reading public may be very 
briefly made clear. 


The first thing that we notice about the six | 


volumes immediately before us is that they are 
without exception the work of authors who 
already have at least one big success to their 
credit. Any one would know quite well 
whom we meant if, instead of mentioning the 
writers by name, we merely referred to them 
as ‘‘the author of Richard Carvel, of Queed, 
of The Right of Way, of The Little Shepherd 
of Kingdom Come, of The Broad Highway, or 
of Freckles.’’ In other words, it is a safe, 
conservative sort of list, the sort of books that 
you would feel you were running no very grave 
danger in recommending even without having 
read them. And that is precisely what is 
happening all the time, to a far greater extent 
than we are likely to realize. For instance, 
you are hurrying to catch a train, and you 
want something to read on your journey. 
You appeal to the bookseller, and he, know- 
ing nothing of your tastes, does the easy, 
obvious thing; he shifts his responsibility to 
the shoulders of the general public. The 
general public has put the stamp of its ap- 
proval upon certain author’s past perfor- 
mances; well, if the book-seller can persuade 
you to buy on the strength of that approval, 
you can’t blame him if you don’t like the book. 
And in turn, you do exactly the same thing, 
when you hastily select a bon voyage packet 
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of reading matter for Aunt Lavinia or little 
Mrs. Smith. The volumes that you pick 
out on the strength of their credentials may 
not be half so attractive or entertaining as 
others by utterly unknown writers; but you 
have no time for personal investigation; at all 
events they are books which the recipient 
ought to like, whether she does or not, and the 
choice gives you an air of intelligence. And 
since yours is quite a typical case, it is fair 
to assume that a goodly number of sales 
represent, not a book that some one definitely 
wanted, but merely a blind guess as to what 
some one else might or might not want. 

Now, if we could be sure that the six 
volumes that make up the current year’s 
‘best seller’’ list really were a measure of the 
average standard of taste in fiction, it would 
be distinctly encouraging, for it would show a 
growing tendency to take good fiction with 
the seriousness that it deserves. But the fact 
that there were a number of other volumes 
quite as worthy of popularity, but coming from 
more obscure writers, which attracted little 
attention, while a fair amount of purely 
ephemeral reading matter hovered, time and 
again, upon the ‘‘best seller’’ border line, 
might go to support the theory sometimes ad- 
vanced that these lists are deceptive. And 
when we come to examine the six books in 
question one by one, we realize rather keenly 
that in a few instances at least the authors 
have fallen distinctly short of their earlier 
achievements. An exception may be made in 
the case of ‘‘The Inside of the Cup,” by 
Winston Churchill. There has always been a 
certain academic ponderousness about Mr. 
Churchill which has been a rather valuable 
asset. There are still a considerable number 
of staid and conservative persons, with an 
old-fashioned prejudice against fiction as a 
sad waste of time; but if daughters must read 
novels, why, Mr. Churchill is perhaps as safe 
as any of the modern school. The daughters 
would rather read Mr. Chambers or Mr. 
Oppenheim, and they very likely do; but 
meanwhile the prejudice of their elders has 
helped to swell the sales of Mr. Churchill's 
books. ‘‘The Inside of the Cup,’’ however, 
isa rather special case. At irregular intervals, 
some writer, through genius or inspiration or 
superlative cleverness, happens to express in 
the form of fiction certain problems which for 
the time being lie very close to the consciences 
of the people. ‘‘Robert Elsmere’’ was a case 
in point. To-day we read Mrs. Humphry 
Ward’s greatest popular success with some- 
thing akin to wonder. Was it possible that 
this book could ever have aroused such wide- 
spread dissension and fierce polemics? The 
issues are cleverly put, but the fire behind 
them is burnt out; what a whole nation 
quarrelled over then, is to-day accepted com- 
monplace. And so, in a measure, the same is 
true of Mr. Churchill’s latest volume. He has 
treated very seriously what a large number of 
earnest, thinking people are inclined to treat 
very seriously; and hence, this volume, which 
twenty-five years hence will probably in its 
turn represent dead embers, does for the 
passing hour really and truly represent a 
certain phase of genuine popular demand. 
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We cannot feel nearly so confident in the 
case of ‘‘V. V.’s Eyes.”’ It is not merely that 
there is something rather inadequate and 
futile in the plot, a sense that the one or two 
really worth while personages in the story are 
squandering their energies upon trying to 
save a number of other persons, who are not 
in the least worth while, from the well-merited 
consequences of their own follies; but in 
manner as well as in matter, the book rather 
frankly bored us. In point of style, it im- 
presses us as having all the worst mannerisms 
of the mid-Victorian period, without the 
redeeming qualities. In a word, ‘‘V. V.’s 
Eyes’ was dull, dreadfully dull. Of Mr. 
Gilbert Parker, it need only be said that he 
once wrote a big novel, ‘‘The Right of Way,”’ 
and that the quality of his work as a whole is 
in inverse proportion to his propinquity to 
smart life and London drawing-rooms. A 
professional cynic, some years ago, rather 
cleverly characterised Richard Harding Davis’s 
Van Bibber as ‘‘the office-boy’s idea of a 
gentleman;’’ we are tempted to paraphrase 
the definition, and describe the fashionable 
women in Sir Gilbert Parker’s ‘‘The Judg- 
ment House”’ as a shop-girl’s idea of a lady. 

Mr. John Fox, Jr., deserves the credit of 
being an unusually even author; it is a quality 
which he shares with another writer of widely 
different calibre, the late Marion Crawford. 
It is a comfortable thing to be able to assume 
safely that if you have read one volume by a 
certain writer, you will like his other works as 
a matter of course. Mr. Fox undoubtedly has 
his public, although it is hard to understand 
why it should be quite so wide a public as the 
holding of fourth place on the current list 
would indicate. Perhaps his is a case in 
which our above propounded theory in a 
measure applies. As for ‘‘The Amateur Gen- 
tleman,”’ hereisobviously a case of blind, sheep- 
like trailing in pursuit of a goal which it is of 
no special importance to attain. The whole 
modern revival of Borrowism, the more or 
less gypsy-like wanderings of more or less 
impossible and eccentric persons, has been a 
movement rather interesting to watch, from 
the detached, critical standpoint, and rather 
hard to follow, because of its somewhat spo- 
radic outbursts. To our own way of thinking, 
the most useful purpose it has served is that of 
having given us one gem of the first water, 
‘“The Beloved Vagabond,’’—and we are almost 
tempted to correct ourselves and say two 
gems, in order to include Mr. Hutchinson’s 
recent ‘‘Happy Warrior,” 
opinion is easily worth everything that Mr. 
Farnol has yet written. As for ‘‘Laddie,”’ 
there is a case where it is fairly easy to under- 


stand its popularity. Gene Stratton-Porter | 


is not especially profound or erudite, excepting 
in regard to the lore of butterflies, but she is 
blythe, and kindly and wholesome, and her 
books all leave you with a sense of having 
enjoyed a pleasant hour or two of sojourn in 
the heart of some rolling, balsamic woodland, 
where the branches overhead are not too dense 
to keep the glad sunshine from filtering down 
in fine networks of pure gold. Thereisa tonic 
value to her books that is often missing from 
more serious and pretentious writings.

If that be the book market, what of the 
literary world, meaning how has it been with 
the authors? Well, Rabindranath Tagore, 
the Indian poet and philosopher, has been the 
most interesting discovery of the year. Next 
there is the gradual development in strength 
of H. G. Wells. He is the one novelist of real 
vision whom we have, as his friends and ene- 
mies alike agree. He has something more 
than a story to tell because he is a prophet. 
In Arnold Bennett is a literary pen of lesser 


mettle than Mr. Wells, on whom, therefore, | 


the shrewd Englishman, temperamentally 
distrustful of genius, keeps a reading eye. 
Even so, Mr. Wells’ latest story, ‘‘The Pas- 
sionate Friends,’’ scarcely, in the English 
situation, comes out as the best book of 1913.

Let us make a note or two on those books 
as justifying their selection as ‘‘best books”’ 
of the year. We have in Captain Scott’s 
diaries perhaps one of the most complete epics 
of travel that has been written since the days 
of Marco Polo, a tragedy as well as an epic, a 
great drama which will last while the world 
goes round. In Captain Amundsen’s book 
we have also a travel epic without the tre- 


mendous solemnity of tragedy behind it, for | 


he was able to discover the South Pole and 
return again from it almost as easily as you 
might hold a picnic. 

Sir Edward Cook’s story of the ‘‘Lady of 
the Lamp”’ not merely expands that beautiful 


phrase into an abiding personality, but shows | 
us how very capable a woman Florence Night- | 


ingale was. Moreover, this biography is, per- 
haps, the best written English biography of 
the year, and that is saying a good deal at a 
time when the artistry of English biography 
is very much on the up-grade,so much so that it 
may on the year’s output be said to be getting 
ahead of the English artistry of fiction writing. 

Mr. Trevelyan’s ‘‘John Bright” is the 
record, complete and compact, done with

admirable literary taste and judgment, of a 
man who was a “’ Tribune”’ of the people and 
whose works do follow him. Mr. Roosevelt's 
autobiography is not, according to the English 
critics, great in a literary sense and indeed is 
often commonplace in expression. Again, 
however, it is the story of a strenuous man 
who has done much to change the face of the 
world, and that is its abiding interest. The 
same may be said of the chronicle by August 
Bebel, of the German socialist leader, of his 
life and his quickly fruiting labours. 

We come to the spiritual side of human 
effort with Cardinal Newman’s posthumous 
“‘Sermon Notes.’’ It is a book difficult to 
read because it was not prepared for reading, 
but it is full of the spirituality of life, of the 
radiance of a great soul, and it will illuminate 
many sermons from many pulpits in the years 
to come. There is a spiritual triumph, too, 


| in Tagore’s ‘‘Gitanjali,’’ a message from the 


East which is old in wisdom, to the West 
which is not so old, and is beginning to learn 
just how much it may learn from the East. 

The novel of the year which one happens 
personally to put first, is concerned with India, 
that is to say, Mr. Mason’s ‘‘The Witness for 
the Defence.”” It came out late, perhaps, 
because so fine a literary artist had difficulty 
in letting his book go from him until he had 
put the very best work he could into it. He 
has had his reward, for what the story lost in 
sale through want of time before Christmas, 
it will make up in the New Year. 

There is no doubt also about the high qual- 
ity of Mr. Compton Mackenzie’s ‘Sinister 
Street,’ a book with a certain red-hotness 
which fuses the life it depicts into a very com- 
plete picture. The short stories of our most 
illustrious English novelist, Mr. Thomas 
Hardy, are the last we shall have from him, 
and some of them represent him at his best. 
That is natural enough because they were 
written years ago, although they are only now 
collected together. Then there is our Mr. 
Winston Churchill’s ‘‘Inside of the Cup,” 
which is important for itself, for the sincerity 
of writing it shows, and even more so for the 
spacious handling it gives to what may be 
called social religion. 

If a second dozen of the ‘‘best books” of 
1913 were asked for, perhaps English opinion 
would name these:

That list, it will be seen, included several 
new editions—why not, but the new edition 
is often more alive, more important, than a 
new book. It also includes two Christmas 
books which have more than the excuse of the 
season which induced them; ‘‘Claire de 
Lune,” by a writer of whom something is now 
expected and ‘‘Wet magic,” by the lady who 
is Mrs. Hubert Bland, and who is the most 
understanding writer of children’s books in 
England to-day.

MALTHUS AND THE PUBLISHING 
TRADE.* 

Had Adeline read Malthus? I can’t tell: 

I wish she had; his book’s the eleventh commandment, 
Which says, ‘‘Thou shall not marry,’’ unless well: 

This he (as far as I can understand) meant. 
‘Tis not my purpose on his views to dwell... .

“‘In almost every country of the globe,’’- 
wrote Malthus, ‘‘individuals are compelled by 
considerations of private interest to habits, 
which tend to repress the natural increase of 
the population; but Tibet is perhaps the only 
country,” he went on, ‘‘ where those habits are 
universally encouraged by the Government, 
and where to repress rather than to encourage 
population seems to be a public object.’” In 
the present over-populated state of the book- 
world—which none can be found to deny and 
few not to deplore—it is surprising that, while 
all sorts of remedies have been suggested, no 
one should have suggested that simple remedy, 
a repression of the natural increase of literary 
population. It is really very surprising that 
in a question of population (and this is in 
reality no other) no mention should have been 
made of the name of Malthus. 

For Malthus, surveying the countries of 
the globe from China to Peru, and in particular 
his own, found universal in mankind a natural 
tendency to increase without reference to the 
limits of subsistence; and while he found in 
every country that stern Nature had recourse 
to the check of misery, and certain wise in- 
dividuals to the check of prudential restraint, 
it was in Tibet alone, as we have seen, that he 
found a public opinion enlightened enough to 
be generally upon the side of repression and re- 
straint,and generally against an indiscriminate 
encouragement of a Happy Tibet, 
we may say; for if Tibet possesses a trade in 
literature (of which Malthus says nothing), 
assuredly her Government, and her organized 
public opinion, have solved the problem of the 
Superfluous Book. This we may not know; 
but, in regard to Tibet, or in regard to Charing 
Cross, within whose one-mile radius the books 
are published, we may adopt as our own the 
principles of Malthus in so far as time has 
proved them to be sound; and, when we find 
that literature has come in our own day toa 
point of production at which it is pressing too

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hard against the limits of subsistence, we may 
set ourselves, of determined purpose, ‘‘to 
repress rather than to encourage popu- 
lation.” 

For what, in its essence, was the Principle of 
Population enunciated by Malthus? It was, 
this ‘‘one great cause” that impeded the 
happiness of mankind, “‘the constant tendency 
in all animated life to increase beyond the 
nourishment prepared for it.’’ From this 
arose at once the vice and misery of mankind, 
and that unequal distribution of the bounties 
of Nature which it is the unceasing object of 
the Philanthropists to correct. There were, 
said Malthus (faced by a poor law upon which 
one-fourth of his fellow-countrymen were 
dependent for the necessities of life), too many 
people; and in the teeth of a country that 
wanted only, at the moment, a plentiful 
— that might go down inexhaustibly

n a word he established the great principle 
that a country is not happy and good by virtue 
of the quantity of its births, but by their 
quality. We may all be Eugenists so far as 
to say this, that it is not more births that we 
want, but finer births. 
truly happy country which secures from the 
smallest number of births the greatest possible 
contribution to the general happiness and to 
the general good. 

Now the world of literature is not happy. 
It is not happy, and it is suffering from an 
excess of eapdlasion: If there are two facts 
about the world of literature that are clear 
beyond demonstration, they are the fact of 
its unhappiness and the fact that it is suffer- 
ing from too many births—which is as much 
as to say, from too many books. Malthus, 
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at the very outset of his Inquiry concerning 
the improvement of Society, stated the mode 
of conducting the subject which naturally 
presented itself, to be: 

“1, To investigate the causes that have 
hitherto impeded the progress of 
mankind towards happiness; and 

2. To examine the probability of the 
total or partial removal of these 
causes in the future’’;

and, in our own Inquiry concerning the im- 
rovement of the Trade of Literature, we may 
airly follow the same mode. I say the Trade 

of Literature; and by this I mean the whole 

of the persons whose concern is with the pro- 
duction and consumption of books—the 

Author, who writes them; the Publisher, who 

publishes them; the Middlemen, who dis- 

tribute them; and the Reader, who purchases 
them; the whole of these persons, whose 
individual concern in the production of liter- 
ature may be of one sort or another, but who 
together make up a society who have this in 
common, that their interest is in the happ 

and efficient working of the system upon which 
they are dependent for the supply of their 
needs. Literature, it is true, is an Art; but

The Trade of Literature, then, is not happy. 
By the mode of our Inquiry, which we have 
borrowed from Malthus, we are to look first 
into Causes. The cause of unhappiness in the 
Author, in the Publisher, in the Distributor, 
and in the Purchaser of the ordinary book is 
simple and not unexpected—each and all, 
they do not get enough out of it. The Author of 
a book, the Publisher of a book, the Bookseller 
or select Librarian who distributes a book, 
should each, if it be a good book, be assured of

labor. Now before we proceed to inquire 


| into the causes beneath this general cause— 


the Inadequacy of Returns—it will be well to 
be clear as to what exactly we mean by two of 
the terms we have used, and shall have oc- 
casion to use again. By the “ordinary” 
book we mean the book that may fairly be 
taken, in an average season, as the repre- 
sentative product of the contemporary literary 
system—neither the Conspicuous Success nor 
the Inconspicuous Failure. By the ‘‘good”’ 
book we may be allowed to mean, in this con- 
nection, any book which, produced in re- 
sponse to a genuinely existing demand, is suc- 
cessful in supplying it; or which would be suc- 
cessful in a literary system that was properly 
efficient. And let me now add that the books 
we are concerned with particularly here are the 
books for the ‘‘general’’ reader; the books for 
the ‘‘specialist’’ reader, for the Student, and 
for the Technician, are good books in the 
sense that they are extremely unlikely to be 
produced except in relation to a definite 
demand, and they are consequently unlikely, 
under any system, to contribute seriously to 
the problem of over-population. I shall say 
no more about them. 
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Every year there are published ten thou- 
sand books,* mostly Ordinary. Of these ten 
thousand books we may fairly assume, at a 
low estimate, that one-half are for the General 
Reader; of which number two thousand are 
novels, and the remainder are ‘‘heavy”’ tbooks. 
Now, the novel may be divided into three 
classes—the Ordinary Novel, the Successful 
Novel that is conspicuous, and the Unsuccess- 
ful Novel that is not. The ‘“heavy’’ book 
may be divided into the same three classes. 
The Successful Novel is the novel of which 
from two thousand to one hundred thousand 
copies are sold, at a nominal price of six 
shillings; but it should be clearly understood 
that the average sale of the Successful Novel 
is nearer the former figure. The Successful 
“*heavy’’ book—the book of historical mem- 
oirs, let us say; Ten Vicious Viscounts, and 
so on—is the book of which from one thousand 
to ten thousand or more copies are sold at a 
nominal price which we may average at ten 
shillings and sixpence; but again it should be 
understood that it is only the exceptionally 
conspicuous book that reaches the higher figure. 
The Unsuccessful Novel is the novel of which 
from twenty to two hundred copies are sold at 
a nominal price of six shillings. Either figure 
may be reached. The Unsuccessful Heavy 
Book is the book the sales of which may at- 
tain to one hundred and fifty copies, or fewer. 

We now come to the Ordinary Book. We 
will take the Ordinary Novel, which is the 
novel that is written by the ordinary Author 
and published by the ordinary Publisher and 
for which the ordinary sale of from two hun- 
dred to seven hundred copies is obtained, some 
through the Booksellers, but mostly to the 
Libraries for circulation amongst their patient 
subscribers. The career of the Ordinary 
Novel may best be shown by means of the 
following little lapse into arithmetic:—

Notre.—The Ordinary Author who is fortunate may 
get a sum of not exceeding £25 “in advance and on 
account of royalties’; in which case the result will be 
a slightly increased balance on the wrong side of the 
Publisher’s account, and a slightly decreased balance on 
the wrong side of the Author's. 


The career of the Ordinary Heavy Book, 
with costs a little higher on the one side and 
proceeds a little higher on the other, might be 
shown to work out at just about the same 
result in the finish. We need not trouble to 
do so here. There are hundreds of these Or- 
dinary Books published every year. There 
are hundreds of Ordinary Novels published 
every year. 

The Author and the Publisher, its producers, 
are not happy because they do not get enough 
out of the Ordinary Book. There remain the 
middlemen, the Bookseller, the Librarian, and 
the Literary Agent; and there remains the 
consumer, the Reader. 

The Bookseller is not made happy by the 
Ordinary Book, because if he buys the Ordi- 
nary Book in the ordinary number, he gets very 
little out of those he sells, and out of those he 
does not sell he gets the annoyance of seeing 
his stock of ordinary unsaleable books growing 
larger and larger, and climbing to ever higher 
and more dusty shelves; and when the Re- 
mainder Man comes to him and offers to sell 
him nice new copies of the same Ordinary Book 
at a quarter of the price he paid for the dusty 
unsaleable copies that are still in his shop, the 
Bookseller is very annoyedindeed. Andif the 
Bookseller does not buy the Ordinary Book 
(as he generally does not) he cannot, it is plain, 
get anything out of it at all. 

The Librarian is fairly happy about the 
Ordinary Book, because the ecation’s busi- 
ness consists in getting as many persons as 
possible to pay him a regular sum every year, 
in return for which he lends them a lot of books 
to read, and the quality of the books he lends 
them matters to the Librarian not at all, so 
long as they will go on paying him their sub- 
scriptions. The Librarian is, on the whole, 
very fairly well satisfied with the Ordinary 
Book; indeed, there are some people who go so 
ma - to assert that he creates a Demand 
or it. 

The Literary Agent is very fairly well 
satisfied also, because the Literary Agent is a 
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clever fellow who acts as intermediary, not 
between the producer and the consumer, as the 
Bookseller and the Librarian do, but between 
the two sorts of producer; and since he draws 
a commission on every book that he is instru- 
mental in getting published, irrespective of 
whether anybody wants the book, he is in 
favor of the Ordinary Book, and the more 
books, the merrier. This is the explanation 
why the Literary Agent is often a rather cheer- 
ful sort of man, while the Author is very 
rarely a cheerful man, and the Publisher never. 

Lastly, there is the Reader; and it is clear 
that the Reader does not get anything worth 
having out of the Ordinary Book, because the 
book which meets with a definite demand has 
already been dealt with as the Good Book or 
the Successful Book, and these are the only 
books out of which the Reader gets anything 
worth having. We may conclude that the 
Reader gets nothing at all worth having out 
of the Ordinary Book. 

Then why is the Good Book obscured, and 
the Successful Book rendered less successful, 
by the flood of Ordinary Books that is poured 
forth every year into the Literary Market? 
That is the question that must be answered. 

There is, at any time, a definite demand for 
Literature, and it is a demand that has its 
definite limits. The supply of Literature has 
increased, and is always tending to increase, 
beyond the nourishment prepared for it. 
‘““THE PRECISE REASON WHY I THINK 
THAT MORE CHILDREN OUGHT NOT 
TO BE BORN THAN THE COUNTRY 
CAN SUPPORT IS,” said Malthus, “THAT 
THE GREATEST POSSIBLE NUMBER 
OF THOSE THAT ARE BORN MAY BE 
SUPPORTED.” For what is the life of the 
Ordinary Novel? Alas! if the Expectation 
of Life is thirty-six years at Southwark, and 
fifty years at Hampstead (as the Sociologists 
tell us), the Expectation of Life at Charing 
Cross, for the Ordinary Novel, is to be meas- 
ured in weeks, and weeks only. 

The Cause, then, of the Present Discon- 
tents is the excessive number of published 
books; and it is now our business, by the mode 
of our Inquiry, to examine the probability of 
the total or partial removal of this cause in the 
future. If the evil is that there are too many 
books, there is only one remedy, and that is to 
ensure that fewer books are produced. It will 
be of no use, if that be our object, to bother 
our heads about the Ordinary Author, or the 
honest and struggling Printer or Reviewer, or 
other Tradesman who will be thrown out of 
employment; for ‘‘we cannot obtain incom- 

atible objects,’”’ as our exemplar reminds us. 
ier will it be of the least use to direct our 
remedy, not at the chief evil, but at some 
minor seat of it, as those do whose talk is all 
of Adjusting the Relations between Author 
and Publisher, of Abolishing the Literary 
Agent, of Reforming the Reviewer, or of 
Setting the Libraries in Order. ‘‘It may in- 
deed be affirmed with the most perfect con- 
fidence that there is only one class of causes 
from which any approach towards a remedy 
can be rationally expected; and that consists 
of whatever has a tendency to INCREASE 
THE PRUDENCE AND FORESIGHT of 
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the laboring classes (i.e., the producers of 
books). 

This is the touchstone to which every plan 
proposed for the improvement of the condition 
of the poor (i.e., the condition of Literature) 
should be applied. If the plan be such as to 
co-operate with the lessons of Nature and 
Providence, and to encourage and promote 
habits of prudence and foresight, essential 
and permanent benefit may be expected from 
it: if it has no tendency of this kind, it may 
possibly still be good as a temporary measure, 
and on other accounts, but we may be quite 
certain that it does not apply to the source of 
the specific evil for which we are seeking a 
remedy.’ (Malthus’ chapter, Of the only 
effectual Mode of Improving the Condition of 
the Poor.) 

So far, so good. ‘I have expressly pro- 
posed moral restraint as the rational and 
proper remedy,” says Malthus; and we, for 


| our part, have expressly accepted his remedy. 


The question now comes, by whom is this 
Restraint to be exercised? If by the Reader, 
that will be an excellent thing; for the Reader 
who uses prudence and foresight in his choice 
of books, and restrains himself from dashing 
among them like a young pup in a warren, 
may contribute notably to the well-being of 
Literature. If by the Bookseller or Libra- 
rian, that will be an excellent thing also; for it 
is always good that a man should be prudent 
and far-sighted in the business by which he 
lives. If by the Author—ah! now surely we 
have it; for is it not the Author that brings 
literature to birth? Prudential Restraint, 
how admirable a quality it shows itself in an 
Author! An Author who takes long and 
anxious thought before bringing one of these 
little things into the world, an Author to whom 
the existence of the Superfluous Book has a 
pathos deep as that of the Unwanted Child— 
he indeed is the best of Authors. In the 
Author prudence and foresight are shining 
virtues, we shall welcome them gladly. But 
is there not another that is guilty in a more 
exact sense of the act of birth? Is he not the 
Publisher, without whom the Book, conceived 
indeed and born of the Author’s travail, comes 
not to actual and glorious birth? Here we 
part company a little with the analogy by 
whose aid we have come thus far, for in the 
sphere of the physical the act of birth is no 
such post-dated matter. Let the Author 
have, if he will, the moral victory; it is the 
Publisher, for our purposes, who must be 
awarded the actual glory, and the shame. 
Nevertheless the Author, although we have 
condemned him to effective sterilisation (since 
he cannot, in our day, unless he be wealthy, 


make public his own books), may yet exem- 
plify in private the beauties of Prudential 
Restraint with notable advantage. It is one 


of the regrettable circumstances of a con- 
dition of over-production that an apparent 
demand arises for labor which is not in reality 
fit for employment. In the literary system 
that prevails, we have over again the sad 
henomenon of Child Labor which Malthus 
had all around him in the industrial system of 
hisday. ‘‘In those parishes,” says he, ‘“‘ where 
manufacturers have been introduced which 
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afford employment to children as soon as they 
have reached their sixth or seventh year, a 
habit of marrying early naturally follows; and 
while the manufacture continues to flourish 
and increase, the evil arising from it is not 
very perceptible; though humanity must con- 
fess with a sigh, that one of the reasons why 
it is not so perceptible is, that room is made 
for fresh families by the unnatural mortality 
which takes place among the children so 
employed.” It is just so with the maker of 
books who is not really competent; and the 
Unnatural Mortality which takes place among 
the books in the Ordinary class we have seen. 
It is very regrettable. It is to nobody’s ad- 
vantage that there should be so many Ordin- 
ary Authors, condemned to a life of penury; 
when by an exercise of Prudential Restraint 
they might write no books, but give them- 
selves to the more advantageous employment 
of agriculture or manufactures. It is here 
that we shall be met, I expect, by the grand 
objection that was urged against Malthus, his 
denial of the right of the poor to support. 
There are those who entertain the opinion, and 
who apparently affirm in all seriousness, that 
it is a very nice thing that everybody should 
Write a Novel; and it is true that they may 
do so to their hearts’ content, if we are never 
bothered with a word of it. But the moment 
their efforts are made public, the claim that 
these Authors have a right to support becomes 
untenable. We may find a perfect analogy 
with their case. ‘‘Let us for a moment sup- 
pose,’ says Malthus, ‘‘an equal division of 
property in any country. If under these 
circumstances one half of the society were by 
prudential habits so to regulate their increase 
that it exactly kept pace with their increasing 
cultivation, it is evident that the individuals of 
this portion of society would always remain as 
rich as at first. If the other half during the 
same time married at the age of puberty, 
when they would probably feel most inclined 
to it, it is evident that they would soon become 
wretchedly poor. But upon what plea of 
justice or equity could this second half of the 
society claim a right, in virtue of their poverty, 
to any of the possessions of the first half? 
This poverty had arisen entirely from their 
own ignorance or imprudence; and it would be 
erfectly clear, from the manner in which it 
had come upon them, that if their plea were 
admitted, and they were not suffered to feel 
the particular evils resulting from their con- 
duct, the whole society would shortly be in- 
volved in the same degree of wretchedness.”’ 
It follows irresistibly, he says, that all cannot 
have a right to support. In the world of 
literature, at least, there is no such thing as 
le droit de subsister. A book can have no 
Right to subsist, but only a Power to subsist. 
And what power to subsist has the Ordinary 
Book, put out into a world that has no need of 
it, by an author who has married with the 
Art of Literature at the age of puberty, just 
‘when he felt most inclined to it?’’ Yes, the 
Author also with advantage may practise 
Prudential Restraint. 
But it is the Publisher, for reasons we have 
seen, who must practice it. In his own in- 
terest, and in the interest of the whole Trade 
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of Literature, he must practise it. Authors 
may work, and Authors may weep—but it is 
the Publisher who has the power of giving 
life to their books, or of withholding it. And 
now I think it is that the question will be 
asked which has been hanging over us ever 
since the publication of that damnatory state- 
ment of his in Account with the Ordinary 
Book—Why does he not practise it? Why 
should the Publisher, who is a business man 
(but also the guardian of an Art), continue 
to deal in an article which leaves him time 
after time with a negligible balance upon one 
side or the other, but never with a consider- 
able Profit, pecuniary or artistic? Well, in 
the first place, as Malthus says of the popu- 
lation question, ‘‘almost everything has 
tended to throw a veil of obscurity over this 
subject.”” The Publisher may not—I say 
he may not—have perceived the full beauty of 
the Principle, by which all the demands for 
population may be fully supplied with a small 
proportion of births. According to the Per- 
sian legislator Zoroaster, as Malthus reminds 
us, to plant a tree, to cultivate a field, to beget 
children, were meritorious actions; and I am 
not sure that the Publisher has not in some 
degree shared in the disposition of the Author 
to add, ‘‘to produce a Book,” to this list of 
meritorious actions. And then, with the 
harm of over-population once in existence, 
the veil of obscurity is firmly in position, for, 
up to a point, that supply will produce de- 
mand, as well as demand supply, is undoubt- 
able. The Ordinary Book ts supported up 
to a point. In Malthus’ day, there was the 
Slave Trade; and certain people thought this 
very regrettable. Why, they asked, does it 
goon? ‘‘As long,’ replied Malthus, ‘‘as the 
nations of Europe continue barbarous enough 
to purchase slaves in Africa, we may be quite 
sure that Africa will continue to supply them. 
The state of Africa,’’ he went on, ‘“‘as I have 
described it, is exactly such as we should ex- 
pect in a country where the capture of men 
was considered as a more advantageous em- 
ployment than agriculture or manufactures.”’ 
When the Superfluous Author has taken to the 
more advantageous employment of agricul- 
ture or manufactures, and ceased to give him- 
self up to the capture of Readers, the literar 
market will once more adjust itself. It will 
then be clear that the Publishers’ true busi- 
ness is the supply of Books to meet the definite 
demand, and not the putting out of one hun- 
dred books and the creation of a demand by 
the use of magniloquent Adjectives. The 
wise Publisher will not, I think, set himself to 
rebutting our Principle, as certain people in 
Malthus’ own day did, on the ground that it 
contradicts the original command of the 
Creator to increase and multiply and replenish 
the earth. ‘Which is it, I would ask” (he 
replied), “that best seconds the benevolent 
intentions of the Creator in covering the earth 
with esculent vegetables, he who with care 
and foresight duly ploughs and prepares a 
— of ground, and sows no more seeds than 
e expects will grow up to maturity, or he who 
scatters a profusion of seed indifferently over 
the land, without reference to the soil on which 
it falls, or any previous preparation, for its 
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reception?’”” The wise Publisher, I think, see- 
ing the cogency of this, will rather liken him- 
self to the Prudent Young Grazier, of whom he 
may read for himself in his Malthus. “If a 
young grazier were told to stock his land 
well,’ he may read, ‘‘as on his stock would 
depend his profits and the ultimate success of 
his undertaking, he would certainly have been 
told nothing but what was strictly true; and 
he would have to accuse himself, not his 
advisers, if, in pursuance of these instructions, 
he were to push the breeding of his cattle till 
they became lean and half-starved. His in- 
structor, when he talked of the advantages of 
a large stock, meant undoubtedly stock in a 
proper condition, and not such a stock as, 
though it might be numerically greater, was 
in value much less.’”’ Just so the Prudent 
Publisher, on whose stock will depend his 
profits and the ultimate success of his under- 
taking, will make every endeavor to gather 
around him the greatest possible number of 
Good Books, of books, that is, for which there 
is a plain demand; but he will not, in his 
necessity to form a ‘“‘list,’’ and his desire to 
outstrip his rivals, admit to the honor of his 
imprint a very great number of queer cattle 
whose destiny it is to appear lean and half- 
starved in the few short weeks until they die 
and are forgotten. He will read his Malthus, 
and he will give his agreement to the dictum, 
that ‘‘the prudential check is better than pre- 
mature mortality.” 

There is always a New Publisher. It may 
even be indeed that the truly wise Publisher 
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would practise Prudential Restraint in the | 


matter of his own coming into existence. But 
be this as it may, a new Publisher with a 
Principle is better than an old Publisher with- 
out any. There is not always a new Author 
(I mean an author worth publishing); but the 
Publisher whose principle it is to wait for the 
Good book before he publishes it, will be the 
Publisher who will find the new Author when 
in the goodness of Providence, he comes. The 
Prudent Publisher will be the Publisher who 
will be able to look into his list, and to give 
you, regarding any book, six good reasons why 

e published it; and when he opens before you 
his Publication ledger, as every Good Pub- 
lisher does on demand, he will be giving you 
the best reason of all. Given the Good Book, 
in a good literary system, there will be some- 
thing considerable to be got out of it, by both 
Author and Publisher. There will be some- 
thing to be got out of it by the Good Book- 
seller (and I think the bad Bookseller, the kind 
who knows neither a good Book nor a good 
Reader when he sees one, will have to go un- 
der). There will be something for the Li- 
braries, for the wish to read a book which you 
have not the wish or the means to purchase is 
a perfectly regular wish—indeed, I think there 
will be more for the Libraries than in their 
present occupation, which is principally that 
of preventing the Reader from getting the 

ooks he wishes to get. There will even be 
something for the Literary Agent, if he con- 
tent himself with his proper function of attend- 
ing to the business affairs of Good authors, 
who are not always, like Publishers, good busi- 
ness men; and if he abandon his present prac- 
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tice of giving circulation to a greater quantity 
of Ordinary rubbish in manuscript than the 
worst Publisher could possibly do between 
boards. I think there will even be more for 
the Literary Agent; for it must never be for- 
gotten that the commission of the Literary 
Agent is based after all on the sales of the 
books he is instrumental in getting published, 
and at present too many of these have ‘‘no 
sales.’” Finally, there is the Reader, who 
will be able to see all the more readily the 
bocks he wants because of the absence of the 
oppressive mass of those he does not want; 
and the financial consequences of a decrease 
in the literary population need not worry 
him, for do we not read in our author, “uni- 
versally it is true that, under similar circum- 
stances, that article will come the cheapest to 
market which is accompanied by fewest 
failures?”’ 

There remains the grand objection of the 
ersons to whom there is something grati- 
ying and beautiful in the thought that we 

are all nowadays sitting down and writing 
our books, and that all the rest of us are 
sitting down to read them. Put your hands 
on your hearts and write, they say — but 
they do not put their hands in their pockets 
to pay for the product. As Malthus found, 
“This beautiful fabric of the imagination 
vanishes at the severe touch of truth.” But, 
said he, ‘IT IS AN UTTER MISCONCEP- 
TION OF MY ARGUMENT TO INFER 
THAT I AM AN ENEMY TO POPULA- 
TION.” The Good Book will always, give 
it time, be written, and there will always be a 
sufficient supply of Good Books to satisfy the 
demand that there will always be also. ‘‘To 
a rational being, the prudential check to popu- 
lation ought to be considered as equally 
natural with the check from poverty and pre- 
mature mortality which these gentlemen seem 
to think so entirely sufficient and satisfac- 
tory; and it will readily occur to the intelligent 
reader that one class of checks may be substi- 
tuted for another, not only without essentially 
diminishing the population of a country, but 
even under a constantly progressive increase 
of it.” If the check on the output of books 
be a Prudent Restraint within the limitations 
placed upon this output by the genuine de- 
mand, a that has the well-being of litera- 
ture at heart would not rejoice to see the num- 
ber of Good Books progressively increasing? 
Weare a nation of forty-five millions, Malthus 
forgive us, of whom perhaps one hundred 
thousand sometimes read a new book. If 
more of us come at some time to read a book, 
and even to buy it, who shall say what the 
future may hold? But the present is the 
present, and to publish books enough for a 
nation when but one-hundredth part of them 
reads books, is not the way to Prosperity, but 
the way to Carey Street, where the Bad Pub- 
lishers go. Two Thousand Novels, when no 
man in his senses could read one-twentieth of 
that number, and no woman out of hers read 
one half! Two Thousand Novels—why, two 
hundred would give us all that we could 
possibly demand in art or recreation; and we 
must, by the nature of the facts, look to the 
Publishers to see that we get the Two Hun- 
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dred Best. ‘‘I cannot help looking forward 
to a very decided improvement in their habits 
and tempers’’ (wrote Malthus, of the pro- 
ducing classes) ‘‘ when their real situation has 
been clearly explained to them.”’ And now 
that their real situation has been clearly ex- 
plained to them, I think we may look to the 
Publishers with confidence. 


AN UP-TO-DATE BOOK BINDERY. 


THE ‘‘MOVABLE UNIT BINDERY”’ OF THE J. F. 
TAPLEY CO., NEW YORK CITY, MARKS THE 
LATEST STEP IN BINDERY ORGANIZATION. 


“THE trouble withthe manufacturing plants 
ofthiscountry,’’said Mr. Alfred C. Wessmann, 
president of the J. F. Tapley Company, as he 
showed the way through the book bindery 
operated by that company on West Thirty- 
seventh Street, ‘“‘thatis, plants that are having 
a struggle to make both ends meet, lies in their 
inflexibility. 
task in a given way and when a different con- 
dition confronts them, they are unable to 
meet it.”’ 

Down in one corner of the first of the four 
floors devoted to the work of this bindery— 
which, by the way, binds the big volumes of 
the Publishers’ Trade List Annual—stands a 
row of sewing machines. All day long the 
needles fly through the signatures, binding 
section to section, volume after volume. 
Sometimes it is a pocket edition intended for 
the schoolboy’s use, or a bulky encyclopedia, 
a catalogue or the popular novel of the day. 
There is a fascination about the work of these 
machines, and the casual visitor is very apt to 
overlook the fact that each with its appurte- 
nances is mounted on an individual wooden 
platform. 

Down a narrow aisle in another part of the 
floor one sees a sewing machine with its needle 
plunging up and down in familiar fashion. 
It is stitching the fly leaves to the first and 
last sections of the books; this is to supply 
additional strength. 
mounted on an individual piatform. 
In still another part of the same 
floor are immense folding machines. 
These folders are also equipped so 
they may be moved at will. On 
another floor is a punching machine 
working in close proximity to a huge 
trimming machine. This, too, is 
mounted on a movable platform, 
for it is frequently taken from one 
part of the plant to another. 

All through the different floors 
are found machines mounted on 
individual movable platforms; past- 
ers, sewing machine, and punching 
presses, a condition which causes 
one to look still closer at the general 
arrangement of the plant. The 
discovery is made that every bit of 
material is moved on platforms, 
raised at convenient distances from 
the floor by removable wooden skid 
legs. These loads are transferred 
from one floor to another, or from 
one point to another on the same 
floor, by automatic trucks. 








They are equipped to do a given | 
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Down on the storage floor are many more 
machines, each in its dust-proof cover, and 
each on its individual platform, ready against 
the time that additional equipment shall be 
needed on the manufacturing floor. 

‘“‘That,’”’ explained Mr. Wessmann, “‘is the 
reason this plant is flexible. These machines 
are not needed to-day, therefore we have 
sent them from the manufacturing floors 
where space is at a premium, to the storage 
floor. If they are wanted to-morrow they 
will be rolled to a position on the manu- 
facturing floor where they can best be used, 
and when the work is finished, they will go 
into storage. While in storage the space they 
would otherwise occupy on the manufactur- 
ing floor is taken up by the machines needed 
on the contracts then in work.”’ 

This wholesale juggling of the intricate 
parts of the book-binding plant would be 
impossible without the individual mounts. 
Each platform is a complete unit, containing 
not only the machine but the necessary equip- 
ment in the way of tables, waste basket, 
lighting fixtures, and the individual electric 
motor which runs the machine. Each plat- 
form moves on roller bearings. 

It would not be practical to place the large 
machines on ‘‘movable platforms,’’ princi- 
pally because they could not be kept leveled, 
although, however, motors and rheostats are 
made a part of the machine equipment and the 
electrical connection is made from the nearest 
wall plug when the machine has to be moved. 

In the old days the motors and rheostats 
were attached to the floor or wall and when the 
machine was moved, the approval of the Board 


| of Fire Underwriters was required before the 


motor could be set up in its new location. 
Now that each machine with its electrical 
apparatus and connections is a unit, it may 
be moved to any part of the floor, plugged into 
the nearest circuit and put to work. And 
after that it may be rolled away to the store- 
room. 


It has taken the Tapley concern a long time

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to make itself flexible, because the task in- 
volved changes in almost all its machinery, 
and required the expenditure of thousands of 
dollars, for seventy-five electric motors, from 
one-eighth horsepower to three, drive the 
equipment. Half of these had to be changed. 

The Tapley company has been in the busi- 
ness of binding books since 1850, the concern 
having been established by the late Samuel 
Bowles and Jesse Fellows Tapley. They came 
to New York from Springhela in 1881, and 
after pone outgrowing four earlier 
buildings located at the present establish-

_ By condensing stock, and crowding every 
inch of floor space, and at the same time getting 
all the machinery that was not in actual serv- 
ice into the storage aisle, a whole floor was 
gained, and in this the unsewed and unbound 
volumes of the Encyclopedia were piled. The 
successful handling of that contract was the 
means of securing others that have reached 


ing, now completely equipped, was brilliantly 
lighted and all the departments were in full 
operation during the evening. The visitors 
numbered between five and six hundred. The 
linotype machines, the printing presses, the 
cutters and all the other up-to-date mechani- 
cal devices used in the making of books and 
periodicals received the greatest attention, for 
the coming of such an enterprise jin the old 
historical town stirred up a very lively interest 
among its inhabitants. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilson received the guests, 
and the entire editorial staff assisted in extend- 
ing a cordial welcome to all. During the 
evening refreshments were served in the 
directors’ room. 

The building, eighty feet wide by 270 deep, 
has been remodeled to house every department 
on the ground floor. The space is fully double 
that of the Wilson Company’s former plant

Anthony Askham’s ‘‘ Prognosticacion made 
for the yere of oure Lord God a thousand fyve 
hundred XLVIII., calculated for the Meridian 
of Yorke,’’ black letter, 12mo, ‘‘imprynted at 
London in Flete Strete at the Sygne of the 
George, by W. Powell,’’ is unknown to all

Confession of Faith,’’ and among the subjects | 


edition of the authorized Scotch version, one 
of the most difficult Bibles to find in good 
condition. Copies seldom contain the Apo- 
crypha. This volume formerly belonged to 
Millisaint West, whose initials are on the 
side, and it contains a register of the birth, 
etc., of her grandchildren, with notices of the 
great fire of London in 1666,and also of the 
plague. 

An extremely rare Robert Burns item, and 
in unique condition, is ‘‘ Verses to the Memory 
of James Thomson, Author of The Seasons, 
by Robert Burns, the Ayrshire Poet, to which 
is added a Poem written in Carse Hermitage 
by Nithside by the same author, and an 
epitaph on Sir Isaac Newton,” four small 
octavo leaves, uncut and unopened. Only 
one other copy besides that in the British 
Museum is believed to be known. 

““The Siege of Aguileia, a Tragedy as it is 
acted at the Theatre Royal in Drury Lane,”’ 
by John Home, 1760, is David Gar- 
rick’s copy with his scarce ex-libris. 
Garrick spoke the prologue and acted 
the principal character in this play. 
‘*Di Tito Lucrezio Caro,’’ Amster- 
dam, 1754, is Garrick’s beautiful 
copy, specially bound in Paris for 
him. 

**Mount Tabor, or, Private Exer- 
cises of a Penitent Sinner, by R. W. 
(R. Willis), published in the year of 
his age 75, Anno Dom. 1639,” is 
an exceedingly curious and interest- 
ing little volume in prose and verse, 
and so rare that the late J. O. Hal- 
liwell Phillips was only able to obtain 
a copy for his Shakespeare collection 
after years of advertising for it. 

The volumes here described re- 
present but a chance selection from 
the library. 


YEARBOOK OF THE SPANISH 
AND PORTUGUESE 
BOOK TRADE. 

THE year book of Enrique Rome, 
“‘Anuario de la libreria espanola, por- 
tuguesa e hispane-americana para 
1912” (published by the Libreria 
international Adrian Rome, Madrid) 
contains valuable information in 
regard to the book trade of Spain, 
Portugal and SpanishAmerica. 

The introduction contains a list of 
all the associations of booksellers 
throughout the world, arranged ac- 
cording to countries. The first part 
of the work proper gives an alpha- 
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betical list of the book concerns of Spain, 
Portugal and Spanish-America, about 2,600 
in all. Where the information was available 
the book states the speciality, the date of 


establishment, the names of the proprietors, | 
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the bank connections of each concern, also | 


indicating whether correspondence should be 
carried on in Spanish or French. 

Of the 410 Spanish localities in which book- 
sellers are found, Barcelona leads with 118 
book concerns (534,000 inhabitants) Madrid 
is second with 104 (612,000 inhabitants.) 

For Portugal only five places are given with 
a total of 30 booksellers, of which 20 are lo- 
cated in Lisbon. 

In Spanish there are 20 countries listed, 
with 266 places where books are sold by 1,188 
concerns. Buenos Aires, (1,150,000 inhabi- 
tants) has 212 book-selling establishments, 
Santiago de Chile (410,000 inhabitants) has 
39, Valparaiso (283,000 inhabitants) has 20, 


Montevideo has 60 book-selling concerns for a 
population of 311,000. 

Curiously although the Spanish-American 
countries are included, Brazil, more impor- 
tant than Portugal itself from a book-trade 
standpoint, seems to find no place in the year- 
book. 

ONE-COPY DEPOSIT SOUGHT FOR 

NON-ENGLISH BOOKS. 


Mr. GEORGE HAVEN PUTNAM, acting as rep- 
resentative of the American Publishers’ Copy- 
— League, has recently been in Washington, 
where he has been interested in doing what he 
could to secure consideration for a Bill that 
has been introduced by Mr. William A. Old- 
field, Chairman of the Committee on Patents 
in the House of Representatives. The pur- 
pose of this Bill is to lessen the tax now im- 
posed upon books originating outside of the 
United States in languages other than English. 
Under the present statute it is necessary in 
order to make entry of copyright for such 
books, to deposit ‘‘two copies of the 
best edition.”’ It is believed that the filing 
of one copy will prove sufficient to meet 
the requirements of the Congressional Li- 
brary. 

Mr. Putnam believes there is not likely to 
be much opposition, if any, to this bill, and 
he hopes that early in the New Year he will be 
able to report to those interested that the 
entry of copyright for Continental productions 
has been facilitated by this lessening of the 
tax. 





Since the granting of the Constitution in 
1905, the Russian daily press has experienced 
a tremendous growth. Fifty years ago there 
were only 14 daily newspapers throughout the 
entire Russian Empire. Upon the grant of 
the Constitution their number increased at 
once to 110, six of which appeared in Siberia. 
At present there are 379 dailies in European 
Russia and 32 in Siberia and Turkestan. In 
Siberia a daily newspaper is published for 
every 210,000 inhabitants, in Poland one for 
every 277,000, in the Caucasus 278,000, in 
European Russia 291,000, and in Russian 
Turkestan one for every 1,760,000 inhabitants.

The first speaker of the evening was George 
Middleton, author of ‘‘ Tradition’’ and other 
plays. He made a strong plea for the pub- 
lished play, paying a deserved tribute to 
publishers like Mr. Huebsch, and booksellers 
like Mr. Ramsay of McClurg’s, who have 
endeavored to push the sale of published 
plays. On the Continent, Mr. Middleton 
pointed out, published plays rivaled fiction 
in popularity, and, as the stage life of a play 


| there is short, the printed form is given added 


impetus. In England also the new play is 
given simultaneous publication with its stage 
production, only Barrie among the notable 
English playwrights being unwilling to have 
his plays printed. The reasons for the recent 
rise of the printed play here were diverse, said 
Mr. Middleton, but among them were the 
widely increasing university interest, fos- 
tered by men like Matthews of Columbia and 
Baker of Harvard, in the drama, and the in- 
fluence of such societies as the Drama League. 

Published plays, said Mr. Middleton, were 
to be looked upon, not as a substitute for 
their stage production, but as an accessory 
to it. They prevented ‘“‘managerial butch- 
ery”? by standardizing and crystalizing an 
authorized version of the play. At the same 
time, on the other hand, they tended to im- 
prove the author’s style and, through the 
necessity of greater clearness and amplifi- 
cation of stage directions and descriptions of 
stage ‘‘business,”’ to increase his grasp of stage 
technique. The very putting of his play into 
cold type was a guard to the playwright 
against slip-shod work. Mr. Middleton urged 
that plays be given more prominent place in 
book stores and prophesied that resultant 
sales would justify the move. Mr. Middle- 
ton’s address was based on an article on the 
same subject in this week’s Harper’s Weekly, 
to which those interested can refer. 

Mr. Middleton was followed by Mr. Bel- 
more Browne, who told how he and Professor 
Parker made ‘‘The Conquest of Mt. Mc 
Kinley’ Mr. Browne spoke for over an 
hour, but the time seemed very brief, so 
crowded with incidents were the three explora- 
tion trips which he briefly sketched over, and 
so beautiful were the photographic slides 
flashed rapidly, one after another, on the 
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screen. Mr. Browne’s own story of the 
difficulties and dangers encountered was most 
unassuming, but the pictures themselves, the 
most remarkable mountain climbing pictures 
in many respects ever taken, needed no 
interpretation. Particularly thrilling were 
the successive pictures of one gigantic ava- 
lanche falling from a great shoulder of the 
mountain and coming at express train speed 
and eventually overwhelming their camp, and 
photographs looking down thousands of feet 
either side from a razor-like snow spur up 
which they climbed several days by cutting 
footholds. It was enthusiastically voted one 
of the best lectures the League has ever had.

BENJAMIN HOLT TICKNOR. 


BENJAMIN Hott Ticknor, for forty years 
prominently identified with the publishing 
interests of this country, died in Boston on

Mr. Ticknor was born in Boston, August 


(founder of the publishing house of Ticknor 
& Fields) and Emeline Stanford Holt. He 
prepared for Harvard at Chauncy Hall School, 
was graduated from college in 1862 and then 
entered his father’s publishing house. 

The name Ticknor has been well known in 
the publishing business since the early part of 
last century when Ticknor & Fields published 
the Atlantic Monthly and the North American 
Review. The publications of the firm were 
characterized by the neatness and correctness 
of their typography. For many years the 
curtained office of the old firm at Washington 
and School street was a resort for literary men. 

Immediately after entering the publishing 
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to the government and was commissioned 
second lieutenant September 13th in the 
Forty-fifth Massachusetts Regiment of Volun- 
teers. In May, 1863, he was transferred to 
the Second Massachusetts Heavy Artillery 
and in August was promoted to Captain. He 
remained with this regiment until mustered 


out. 

After the sudden death of his father, which 
took place while on a trip south with Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, Mr. Ticknor rejoined the firm of 
Ticknor & Fields, and in 1865 took charge of 
the New York branch, returning to Boston in 
1867. May 1, 1870, he became a partner in 
the firm of Fields, Osgood & Company. He 
retired in February, 1878, and was for a time 
with S. D. Warren & Company, but joined 
the new firm of J. R. Osgood & Company in 
1880, which firm was later succeeded by that 
of Ticknor & Company. Following this 
period Mr. Ticknor was for many years as- 
sociated with Houghton Mifflin & Company, 
with whom he remained until his retirement 
on account of ill health some eight years ago. 
During his many years of publishing Mr. 
Ticknor won from the authors with whom he 
was associated the warmest personal affec- 
tion. 





General Lew Wallace, whose first book, ‘‘The | 


Fair God”’ was brought out by him. Like his 
father he had many intimate associations with 
the writers across the seas, being a familiar 
visitor at the homes of Thackeray, Dickens, 
George Eliot, Thomas Hughes, Charles Reade, 
DuMaurier and others. His genial person- 
ality endeared him to all with whom he came 
into business relationship, and tributes of 
friendship came from his authors in company 
with their manuscripts. The author of 
“Uncle Remus’’ was one in this category of 
warm friends, and Eugene Field, whose first 
book he brought out, would appear in his 
Boston Office exclaiming: ‘I’ve come to 
Boston to see you and I won’t see anybody 
else.’”. Mark Twain, a large number of whose 
books first appeared on his publishing lists, 
was another of his close personal friends, as 
were also Howells, Aldrich, and many others 
whose books bore his imprint. 

Mr. Ticknor married Miss Caroline Cool- 
idge Cushman, of Boston, who died last April. 
He is survived by two sons, William Davis 
Ticknor, and Benjamin H. Ticknor (Sales 
Manager of Houghton Mifflin Company); and 
three daughters, Caroline Ticknor (author), 
Edith S. Ticknor, and Mrs. James M. Hunne- 
well. At the time of his death he was a mem- 
ber of the Loyal Legion, the St. Botolph and 
Papyrus Clubs in Boston, and the Century 
Club in New York. 


POSTAL NOTES. 
NEW BILLS. 

Senator Owen has introduced a bill to 
prevent the use of the mails and of the tele- 
graph and telephone in furtherance of fraud- 
ulent and harmful transactions on stock 
exchanges. 

Congressman Porter has introduced a bill 
forbidding the sending of anonymous litera- 


ture through the mails. What a lot of people 
would be arrested on Feb. 14th if this bill 
ever passed! 


FURTHER INCREASE IN WEIGHT LIMIT. 

INCREASE of the weight limit of parcel post 
packages to 100 pounds is being seriously con- 
sidered by Postmaster-General Burleson. 
Experiments with the recently increased 
weight limit have proved satisfactory. There 
is the possibility, too, of further decreases and 
simplifications in the rates. 


APPROPRIATION BILL. 

SEVERAL Post OFFICE Appropriation bill 
“‘riders,’’ which their opponents state to be 
vicious in fact as well as method of entry, have 
been vigorously contested and will probably be 
defeated. One was a ‘“‘patronage grab,’’ 
fathered by the Chairman of the Post Office 
Committee himself, by which it was sought to 
exempt assistant postmasters from Civil 
Service rules. The other was a measure, de- 
nounced as of the ‘‘pork barrel’’ variety, 
which appropriated $25,000,000 for ‘‘good 
roads”’ at the expense of the Post Office. 

President Wilson has stated that he would

Carrying items aggregating over $305,000,- 
000, making it the largest single budget ever 
presented to Congress, the Post Office Ap- 
propriation bill was reported to the House 
Jan. 12th, by Representative Moon. 

The appropriations sought total $21,803,050 
more than the appropriations for 1914. 

Most of the increase is the result of the 
introduction of the parcel post system. The 
general legislation proposed in the bill is of 
departmental rather than general interest.

THE CENTURY CoMPANyY has discontinued 
the English edition of the Century Magazine. 


MARK SULLIVAN has been appointed editor 
of Collier’s Weekly. Robert J. Collier, who 
retires as editor, left last week for a tour of the 
world. It is understood that Mr. Sullivan’s 
assignment to the place of chief editor is 
intended to be permanent. Mr. Sullivan is 
the paper’s fourth editor, the other three hav- 
ing been Peter Finley Dunne, Norman Hap- 
good, and Mr. Collier. 


The International asks us to deny that it is 
at all socialistic in its editorial policy. Its 
editor says: ‘‘As a matter of fact there is not 
a single Socialist on our editorial board. We 
attempt to make it a forum where every point 
of view worthy of intellectual consideration 
may be freely expressed. The only element 
which has been neglected in our columns is 
Socialism, which already finds an outlet in so 
many other channels.” 


JusTIcE ForD, in the Supreme Court in New 
York, has handed down a decision sustaining 
the temporary injunction against Walter 
Pulitzer and the Pulitzer Magazine Company, 
restraining the sale of stock of the Pulitzer 
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Magazine Company. The assets and prop- 
erty of the Welcome Guest, owned by the 


Pulitzer Publishing Company, have been sold | 


by the receiver for that concern to E. C. Willis, 
former secretary of the company, for $670. 


Tue Statistics of the French government 
show that there are now 2,588 periodicals 
printed in Paris, and throughout the rest of 
France, 3,289, which shows the far-reaching 
centralization of French newspaperdom. 
Among the Paris publications there are 80 
political and non-political dailies, 195 financial 
papers and 206 medical journals. Sport is a

different publications. 


ANOTHER NEW YoRK periodical felt the 
heavy hand of Post-Office censorship last 
week when Postmaster Morgan denied entry 
to the mails to the February issue of the 
Metropolitan. The magazine promptly ap- 
pealed to the Washington authorities and the 
restriction was removed. The offending mat- 
ter consisted of photogravure reproductions 
of two pieces of sculpture by Paul Manship, 
both prize-winners at the recent exhibit of the 
National Academy of Design. One ‘‘Centaur 
and Dryad,’’ has since been purchased by 
John D. Rockefeller. Mr. Morgan states that 
he acted under a decision given by the At- 
torney-General for the Post Office Depart- 
ment. Final decision is pending.
